Faience Bowl --- Talented 


artists often become well- 


known for just one type of 
art when they actually cre- 
ated many different things. 
Emile Galle (1846-1904), 
the famous artist known for 
his cameo glass, designed, 
made and sold pottery and 
furniture. The glass and 
furniture are popular with 
today’s collectors. The pot- 
tery is scarce and not well- 
known. Galle was a leader 
in Art Nouveau design and 
a passionate botanist, yet 


few of the art books men-— 


tion-anything but his cam- 


_ eo glass. 


Galle’s father had a store 
and sold glass and ceram- 
ics. Emile Galle studied 
glass. making, design, 
botany and mineralogy, 
and he even served in the 
Franco-Prussian war. This 
training helped him in his 
commercial projects. After 


schooling, he moved back. 
_ to Nancy, France, his birth- 
_ place, and started his own 


workshop. In 1874, he di- 


rected Saint-Clement pot- 


tery: -and eventually moved 
it to Nancy. His pottery 
was exhibited at the 1878 
Paris Exhibition, and later, 
he showcased both pot- 
tery and glass at another 
Paris exhibition. He set up 
his furniture shop in 1884. 
The wooden pieces feature 
marquetry using naturalis- 
tic designs similar to those 
found on his cameo glass. 

Galle invented many new 
techniques for making 
glass, and he started the 
Art Nouveau style that 
used curved lines, shapes 
and natural designs with 
plants and animals. His 
Art Nouveau cameo glass 
was world-renowned, and 
he continued to study and 
write about horticultural 
subjects. Galle died at age 


58 after a long battle with

leukemia. 
A large faience-handled 
bowl with flowers, scrolls, 
dolphin heads and a pic- 
ture of a sailboat was auc- 
tioned at a James Julia sale 
in 2017. It’s marked with a 
Cross of Lorraine and the 
words “Emile Galle Fecit 
Modele depose.” (Emile 
Galle registered design). A 
similar bowl was on “An- 
tiques Roadshow” in 2016 
with an estimated value 
more than twice the price 
paid of $968.

18-Year Old Drinking 
Law: ‘A Nightmare’ 


Passage of the 18-year old drinking law has helped create 
what Quincy Police Chief Francis X. Finn calls “an absolute 
nightmare for the police force.” 

‘ Since July 1, 1973 when the state’s legal drinking age was 
lowered, Chief Finn said, Quincy has witnessed: 

The doubling of juvenile drinking arrests; an increase in the 
assault of Quincy police officers by intoxicated youth; the con- 
sumption of liquor by children as young as ten, and an increase 
in automobile accidents involving teenage drivers. 

Chief Finn commented, “The assault and battery on police 
officers is unbelievable. It is not uncommon for 15 and 16-year 
olds to whack an officer.” 

“Now,” says Finn, “with the lowering of the drinking age 
the 18-year olds are buying liquor for the 11, 12 and 13-year 
olds, sometimes for the 10-year olds.” 

COUNCIL VOTES TO BOYCOTT SUGAR 
_ Ward One Councillor Leo J. Kelly successfully sponsored 
a Council resolve for a citywide boycott of sugar during the 
Thanksgiving week.

Today's recipe is for three foods that we 
can enjoy for Takeeving hid and be- 
yond. 
One is for a very simple cranberry sauce 


that my daughters Rita and Ann Marie make — 


and the other is for pumpkin cheese cake 
and pumpkin pecan pie both made without 
the conventional pie crust. They are made 
with ginger snaps or graham crackers. 
These recipes are timeless and may be 
some you have already made. 
CRANBERRY SAUCE 
1 cup cranberries 
1/3 cup orange juice 
1/3 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons honey 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 
Mix all of the ingredients together, and 
then cook in a pan until the cranberries are 
all blended in the juices. Within a few min- 
utes you have the most delicious cranberry 
sauce ever. 

PUMPKIN CHEESE CAKE 
3-eight ounce packages cream cheese 
(softened) 

1-15 ounce can pumpkin mix (without 
sugar) 
1 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
3 eggs 
In a bowl, whip up the cream cheese, 
sugar and vanilla until smooth. Add the 


pumpkin and the beaten eggs and mix well. 


Set aside. 

For the Crust 
1 1/2 cups ginger snaps or graham crack- 
ers 
5 tablespoons melted butter 

Mix the two ingredients together and 
place on a greased pie plate pressing on the 
bottom and on the sidés. Bake in a 400 oven 
for 8 minutes. 

Remove from the oven and place the fill- 
ing. Bake ina 425 degree oven for 15 min- 
utes, and then at 350 degrees for one ‘hour 
or until a toothpick comes clean from the 
center. 

PUMPKIN, PECAN PIE 
1-15 ounce pumpkin pie mix (without © 
sugar) 
5 ounces evaporated milk (or 2% — 
1 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon nutmeg 
1/2 teaspoon cloves 
2 eggs (beaten) 
1/2 cups chopped pecans) _ : 

Mix the eggs, milk, sugar and spices un- 
til blended. Add the pumpkin and nuts and 
stir until smooth. 

Use either of the crusts and bake for 8 
minutes in a 400 degree oven. Then when 
filled bake for 425 degree oven for 15 min- 
utes and then 350 degree for one hour or un- 

til toothpick comes out clean in the center. 


Giblet Turkey Stuffing

This is a recipe for stuffing that I usually 
make for Thanksgiving Day. It contains the 
giblets from the turkey. If you don’t want 
to use them, just eliminate them from the 
recipe. 
GIBLET TURKEY STUFFING 
4 ounces of ground meat (any favorite) 
2 stalks celery (chopped) 
1 small onion (chopped) 
Livers from the turkey (cut up) 
2 tablespoons Bell’s seasoning (or 
thyme) 
1/2 bag stuffing mix 
1 cup seasoned bread crumbs 
1/4 cup Parmesan cheese 


1/4 cup white wine 

Saute the celery and onion. Add the 
ground meat and the livers and the wine. 
Cover and cook until meat is done. Add the 
stuffing mix that you have soaked in water 
or stock. : 

Stir and cook covered, then add the bread 
crumbs and the cheese and cook for another 
few minutes. If the mixture looks thin, add 
more crumbs. If thick add more liquid (wa- 
ter or stock). 

You can either cook the stuffing sepa- 
rately or when completely cooled in the 


turkey. If separate, bake covered in a 350 


degree oven for 25 minutes until done. 


Quinoa Butternut Squash, Kale Pilaf

Here is a delicious recipe for those who 
may -be on the “fence” about trying qui- 
noa. Quinoa is easy to digest, gluten free, 
delicious and easy to prepare as well. For 
culinary purposes quinoa is considered a 
“grain” but actually it is a seed. Loaded 
with calcium (who needs milk?) 5 grams of 
protein, fiber, iron, and many other miner- 
als, I think you will start keeping quinoa in 
your pantry after tasting this recipe. 


QUINOA BUTTERNUT SQUASH 
AND KALE PILAF 


2% cups rinsed and drained quinoa 
5 cups chicken or vegetable broth 
¥% cup chopped onion 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 head of lacinto kale, destemmed and 
chopped 
2 cups butternut squash, cubed 
3 tbsp. Olive oil 
-1 thsp. Ghee or pasture butter 
sea salt 


Ve 


pepper 

¥% lemon juiced 

2 tbisp. Each fresh sage and fresh thyme, 
chopped. 

Parmesan cheese 

Place quinoa and broth in saucepan and 
let come to boil. Cover and simmer between 
12 and 15 minutes until broth is absorbed 
and quinoa is done. Keep covered. 

While quinoa is cooking, saute’ onion 
in oil and ghee/pasture butter until lightly 
browned and sizzling. Add squash and 
kale. Toss in about a teaspoon of sea salt 
and some freshly ground pepper. Stir well 
and put heat down low. Toss in garlic and 
cover and cook, stirring occasionally, about 
15 -20 minutes until squash is done and kale 
is tender. (Sometimes I add.a bit of broth 
at the end if too dry, it all depends on how 


“many times you take off the cover and let 


off too much steam.) 

Toss vegetables in with the cooked qui- 
noa. Add in the herbs, lemon juice, more 
sea salt if needed, and pepper to taste. Driz- 
zle with olive oil and sprinkle with cheese. 
Serve hot.

Hyperhidrosis, or exces- 
sive sweating, is a common 


disorder which produces a _ 


lot of grief for those afflict- 
ed. It is estimated 2%-3% of 
Americans endure excessive 
sweating of the underarms 
(axillary hyperhidrosis) or 
of the palms of the hands 
and soles of the feet (palmo- 
plantar hyperhidrosis). 

- Underarm issues tend 
to. start in late adolescence, 


while palm and sole sweat- 
ing often commences earli- _ 
- er, typically around age 13. 


These problems can be life- 
long if not addressed. 

Sweating is distressing 
and complicates business 
and social interactions. Se- 
vere cases can have serious 
consequences, making it 
difficult for people who suf- 
fer from it to grip a pen, ma- 
neuver a car steering wheel, 
or shake hands. 

' There are two types of 

hyperhidrosis. 

¢ Primary hyperhidro- 
sis, also called focal hyper- 
hidrosis, causes excessive 
sweating in the hands, un- 
derarms, face, and feet with- 
out any obvious reason. 

e¢ Secondary hyperhi-

triggered by excessive heat 
ds well as a medical condi- 
tion or medication. 


Typically, your sweat 
glands produce perspiration 
that is transported to the 
skin’s surface when the air 
temperature rises, such as 
when you’ re exercising, you 
have a fever or are stressed. 
When those factors no lon- 
ger exist, the nerves that 
signal sweating are put on 
hold. 

Unfortunately, for those 
who have hyperhidrosis, 
the sweat glands don’t turn 
off, and they continue to 
perspire even though con- 
ditions don’t necessitate it: 
such as in air conditioning, 
watching television or even 
in a swimming pool. | 

With a methodical evalu- 


ation of causes and triggers, 


the use of an antiperspirant, 
which most people already 
utilize every day. The ma- 
jority of antiperspirants con- 
tain aluminum salts. When 
you roll them onto your 


_ skin, antiperspirants form 


a plug that blocks perspira- 
tion. You purchase antiper- 
spirants over the counter or 
your doctor can prescribe 
one for you. Over-the-coun- 
ter antiperspirants may be 
less irritating than prescrip- 
tion - antiperspirants. It is 
advisable to begin with an 
over-the-counter brand, and 
if that proves unsuccessful, 
ask your doctor about a pre- 
scription. 

Many antiperspirants are 
sold combined with a de- 
odorant, which won’t stop 
you from sweating but will 
help control the odor from 
your sweat. You can also 
apply some of them to areas 
other than your underarms, 
where you sweat, like your 
hands and feet. Some may 


_ even be applied to the hair- 


line. Applications at bed- . 
time, in addition to in the 
morning may assist in keep- 
ing you drier 


If your hands and feet 
continue to sweat your 
healthcare provider may 
recommend the following 
options: ~ 

Iontophoresis: During 
this treatment, you sit with 
your hands, feet, or both 
in a shallow tray of water 
for about 20 to 30 minutes, 
while a low electrical cur- 
rent travels through the wa- 


ter. No one is sure exactly 


how this treatment works, 
but experts believe it blocks 
sweat from getting to your 


skin’s surface. You’ll have 


to repeat this treatment at 


least a few times a week, but 


after several times you may 
stop sweating. Once you 
learn how to do iontophore- 
sis, you can buy a machine 
to use at home. Although 
iontophoresis is generally 
safe, because it uses an elec- 
trical current it’s not recom- 
mended for women who are 
pregnant and people who 
have pacemakers or metal 
implants, including joint re- 
placements, cardiac condi- 
tions, or epilepsy.

used for wrinkles. Botox is 
FDA-approved for treating 
excessive sweating of the 
underarms, but some doc- 
tors may also use it on the 
palms of the hands and soles 
of the feet. Botox works by 
preventing the release of a 
chemical that signals the 
sweat glands to activate. 
You may need to have sev- 
eral Botox injections, but 
the results can last for al- 
most a year. 

Anticholinergic drugs: 
When other treatments have 
failed, your doctor might 
recommend a prescription 
medicine such as an anti- 
cholinergic. Oral anticholin- 
ergic drugs stop the activa- 
tion of the sweat glands, but 
like all medicines they can 
have side effects including, 
blurred vision, heart palpita- 
tions, and urinary problems. 

Surgery: Surgery is only 
advised for people with 
severe hyperhidrosis _ that 
hasn’t responded to other 
treatments. During surgery, 
the doctor may cut, scrape, 
or suction out the sweat 
glands.

Quincy Health Dept. 


e Maceration. This is 
a technical term for the 
mushy, wet appearance skin 
exhibits when it’s continu- 
ally moist. This general skin 
breakdown can precipitate 
other skin conditions, which 
are usually mild. 

e Jock itch (tinea cru- 
ris). This fungal infection 
appears in the folds of the 
groin. Heavy sweating cre- 
ates a continuous moist en- 
vironment that can make a 
person at higher risk for de- 
veloping this. 

¢ Athlete’s foot (tinea 
pedis). Similar to jock itch, 
athlete’s foot is a fungal 
infection of the feet. The 
fungus thrives in moist con- 
ditions. Athlete’s foot com- 
monly starts in between 
the toes, where excessive 
sweating may be severe. 

¢ Body odor (bromhi- 
drosis). The actually sweat 
itself is not what smells bad. 
It’s the substances that skin 
bacteria generate when they 
come in contact with sweat. 
The sweat in the underarm 
and genital areas is the most 
prone to producing body 
odor. Sweaty feet, constrict- 
ed in tight shoes, run a close 
second. Keeping these areas 
clean and dry can help, but 
this can be difficult to ac- 
complish for people . with 
hyperhidrosis. 

¢ Warts and bacterial 
infections. The maceration 
or skin breakdown from 
heavy sweating can allow 
easier entry for bacteria and 
viruses that cause skin in- 
fections, including warts.

Upset About Wife’s 
Reduced SS Benefit

_ Dear Rusty: My wife contributed to Social Security be- 
fore and after working alongside her first husband in their 
business, but with no contributions during that period. In 
more recent years she taught public school for enough years 
to qualify for NV PERS. Social Security is telling us that 


_ when she starts her PERS at age 65 about 40 percent of 


her SS will be taken away. To us the two should be totally 
separate. Can you explain the logic of this reduction? Why 
should ‘she be penalized for working a period of time out- 
side of a SS profession? Thank you for your mee in 
advance. Signed: Upset Husband 

Dear Upset Husband: If your wife is eligible for Social . 
Security on her own record, and she will also get a pen- 
sion from Nevada’s Public Employee: Retirement System 
(PERS), then her-Social Security benefit will, indeed, be af- 
fected by Social Security’s Windfall Elimination Provision 
(WEP) when she starts her PERS pension. The WEP provi- 
sion was enacted by Congress in 1983 as part of a broad- 
er program to restore Social Security to solvency against 
looming financial i issues. 

According to the Social Security Administration, WEP 
was intended to create better equality in how benefits were 
computed for those who worked their entire career contrib- 
uting to Social Security, and those who did not. The logic 
was that, since the Social Security benefit computation is. 
intentionally weighted toward lower-earning workers, to 
compute benefits in the same way for those who did not 
contribute fully to Social Security was unfair because they 
also receive an enhanced pension in addition to Social:Se- 
curity. So, they changed the benefit calculation for anyone 
with a pension from employment which did not contribute 
to Social Security. That formula, which normally uses 90% 
of the first “bend point,” or segment, of one’s average. in-: 
dexed monthly earnings (AIME) over their lifetime, instead 
uses a 40% multiplier for those with a non-SS-Covered pen- 
sion. 

The “bend point” values change each year, but for 2018 
the first bend point value is $895, so someone affected by 
WEP applying for-Social Security today would see their 
benefit contribution from the first bend point - the one which 
contributes the most to one’s benefit amount - as $358 in- 
stead of $806. The WEP reduction is mitigated if someone 
has more than 20 years of substantial earnings from em- 
ployment which contributed to Social Security, and WEP 
goes away if one has more than 30 years of substantial SS- 
covered earnings. There is also a maximum WEP reduction 
for each year, and the reduction cannot be more than 50% 
of the non-covered pension, so WEP’can never completely 
eliminate one’s Social Security retirement benefit. 

But there’s other bad news: when your wife is eligible for 
Social Security spousal or survivor’s benefits and her PERS 
pension has started, she will be affected by another provi- 
sion called the Government Pension Offset (GPO). The 


GPO reduces spousal and/or survivor’s benefits by 2/3rds of 


the amount of the non-covered pension, which can entirely 
eliminate the Social Security spousal or survivor benefit. 
And the rationale for GPO mirrors that for WEP. I know 
it will be small comfort, but you are hardly alone when it 
comes to being upset about your wife’s Social Security ben- 
efit being reduced by WEP. I understand your contention 
that “the two should be totally separate” and there are many, 


- including some members of Congress, who share that view. 


In fact, there is a bill before Congress now known as HR. 
1205 - The Social Security Fairness Act - which proposes 
to eliminate both WEP and GPO. Unfortunately, that bill 
has made little progress despite having about 188 bipartisan 
cosponsors, and little prospect for passage seems possible at 
this time. While I know this doesn’t relieve your displeasure 
about WEP, I hope it at least somewhat clarifies why: it was 
enacted and how it works.

other end of the scale, Clif- 
ford Marshall Elementary 
School is down the most 
with a decrease of 34 stu- 
dents this year with Beech- 
wood Knoll close behind 
with 26 fewer students. 

In 2009, there were a 
total of 3,831 elementary 
students in the district. That 
peaked at 4,228 in 2013, and 
this year, the total is 4,088. 

At the middle school lev- 
el, Atlantic Middle School 
had the largest student in- 
crease with an additional 
35 students this year. Point 
Webster is up by two stu- 
dents and the other middle 
schools are down — Sterling 
(2); Central (17); and Broad 
Meadows (10). 

Since 2009 when there 
were 2,048 middle school 
students, the enrollment has 
increased to 2,241 this year, 
an increase of six over last 
year, 

North Quincy High 


School had a spike of 35 ad- - 


ditional students this year 
while Quincy High had a 
decrease of 12, 

The high school enroll- 
ment was at its peak in 
2009 with ‘a total of 2,797 
students. That went up and

down slightly the next three 
years. It’s currently at 2,757. 

There: was a significant 
decrease of 109 high school 
students in 2013 from the 
previous year. The enroll- 
ment dropped following 
three years, then spiked by 
99 in 2017 from 2016. 

The superintendent said 
that the number of special 
education students has in- 
creased this year. Howev- 
er, there are fewer special 
needs students being sent to 
out of district programs. 

Regarding open enroll- 
ment — where parents can 
request to send their child 
to a different neighborhood 
school — officials explained 
that requests are granted 


based on current and future 
available space. 

Parents who have a child 
in a school are given prefer- 
ence for an open enrollment 
request for that school. 

This year for kindergar- 
ten, there were 70 requests 
and. 52 were approved in- 
cluding 15 siblings. Three 
years ago, there were 98 re- 
quests and 36 approved, in- 
cluding 18 siblings. In 2016, 
45 of 85 requests were ap- 
proved including 20 sib- 
lings. Last year, there were 
75 requests and 52 granted 
including 23 siblings. 

In grades 1 through 5, 
there were 58 requests and 
22 granted. In 2015, 17 of 


75 requests were granted. 
The following year, there 
were 81 requests with 18 ap- 
proved. Last year, 32 of 78 
requests were granted. 

At the middle school 
level, 42 requests were 
made and 29 approved this 
year for grade 6. In 2016, 
27 of 53 requests were ap- 
proved in grade 8. Last year 
in grade 7, 34 of 69 requests 
were granted. 

This year at North Quin- 
cy High School, 55 requests 
that were all granted. At 
Quincy High, all 48 requests 
were approved. In the past 
three years, all requests that 
ranged between 95 and 103 
were approved.

The Massachusetts Bud-

setts Ave. The proposal to 
build the new three-story 
learning center requires ap- 
proval from the Planning 
Board, which could hold a 
public hearing on the appli- 
cation as soon as its meeting 
Wednesday. 

__ City Councillors Brad 
Croall and David McCar- 
thy co-hosted a ea aid 


meeting on the proposal 
Noy. 8 in the Coddington 
Building. Members of the 
Massachusetts Budhi Sisk 
Society comprised nearly 
the entire audience at the 
meeting. 

The society had sought 
permission to build a learn- 
ing center last summer, but 
withdrew their application 
to do so in September 2017 
following a community 
meeting in which residents 
raised concerns about traffic 
and parking. The proposal 
brought forward at that 
time called for building the 
learning center between two 
homes the society already 
owned at that time — one at 
54 Massachusetts Ave. and 
the other 15 Glenwood Way. 

The organization has 
since purchased the home 
at 62 Massachusetts Ave., 


which abuts 54 Massachu- 
setts Ave. The former would 
be torn down to make room 
for the new learning-center, 
which would connect to the 
extant building at 54 Massa- 
chusetts Ave.

the applicant was able to in- 
crease the number of park- 
ing spaces at the learning 
center from seven in the first 
proposal to 33 in the one 
now under consideration. 
The pick-up and drop-off 
area for the Sunday school 
that will operate inside the 
learning center can also be 
moved on site, as opposed 
to having that area on the 


‘street. 


“All the le up and 
drop-off will be done at the 
rear of the property, which is 
just a huge improvement,” 
Phelan said. 

The temple hopes to 
create one of the first com- 
prehensive Buddhist librar- 
ies in the country, he said, 
where monks can study. 

“All the scriptures and 
the books that they retain 
are going to be preserved at 
this location,” Phelan said, 
noting the two upper floors 
of the learning center would 


be used primarily to house 
the various texts. 

The Sunday — school 
would operate in parts of the 
basement and ground floor 
of the facility. The school 
has 40 to 50 students at pres- 
ent, mainly from Quincy, 
but could accommodate up 
to 100 students in the new: 
facility, Phelan said. 

Because the society is a 
religious group, the learn- 
ing center would be exempt 
from traditional zoning 
rules, Phelan said, though 
the proposal mostly adheres 
to the zoning requirements 
for the neighborhood, which 
is in a residential B district. 

Most of the building 
would stand 35 feet high, 
which is allowed under the 
zoning code, though one 
section above the entrance 
would be 38 feet tall, he 
stated. Phelan said the floor- 
area ratio of the new facil- 
ity would be slightly higher 
than what the zoning code 


allows and the front facade 
of the building would be 14 
or 15 feet from the street — 
in line with the extant home 
building at 54 Massachu- 
setts Ave., but less than the 


 25-foot setback the zoning 


code mandates. 

The 33 parking spaces 
provided surpasses the num- 
ber requized in the zoning 
code, which calls for one 
space for every five people 
in an assembly. 

Croall said the new plan 
is an improvement over the 
previous proposal, though 
he and McCarthy planned 
to visit the site prior to any 
Planning Board hearing on 
the matter. 

“It’s definitely an im- 
provement,” Croall said. 
“I’m supportive of what 
you’re trying to do as a big- 
picture item. I just want to 
make sure it will just blend 
in to the neighborhood as 
much as humanly possible.”

for household food waste, 
which is then sent for com- 
posting and/or anaerobic 
digestion,’ he wrote in Pt 
resolution. — 

“If food waste were col- 
lected on a weekly basis, 
Harris added, the city could 
even explore bi-weekly col- 
lection of trash and recy- 
clables with dual-purpose 
trucks that could: handle 
both those types of waste. 

Harris said a dozen

already have food collection 
programs in place. Cam- 
bridge, he said, pays about

Cambridge began its pi- 
lot program in 2014 with 
600: volunteer households 
and expanded the program 
to the entire city this April. 
More than 1 million pounds 
of food scraps were collect- 
ed in the first four months 
alone, Harris said, reducing 
the city’s trash by 9 percent. 

Rodents were a concern 
in Cambridge when the pro- 
gram started there, but Har- 
ris noted the bins used for 
food waste are made with 
thicker plastic and can be 
locked, making them more 
secure than standard frash- 
cans. —

SPOOFING: 

Caller spoofing is a service that allows a caller to mas- 
querade as someone else by falsifying the number that ap- 
pears on the recipient’s caller ID display. Caller spoofing 
is provided as a service by a number of vendors to people 
who then use it to scam people. 
~~ Ifyou get a telephone call that shows your own number 
in caller ID, do not bother answering becatise it is highly 
likely that it is a scammer. Why else would someone hide 


~ their real number? Most people who answer the call do so 


out of curiosity that their number appeared, but don’t ask 
why the caller used their number. 

Spoofing can also be used to have legitimate numbers 
show up in your Call ID. This technique has occurred 
in calls involving Internal Revenue and Social Security 
scams. These are the most common. The actual number 
of the agency will show up and this gives credibility to the 
call and to the scam. The scammer, claiming to be from an 
agency, can call from anywhere and their goal is to obtain 
your personal information. 

The SSA number is 1-800-772-1213. The caller says 
he works for the Social Security Administration and needs 
your personal information — like your Social Security num- 
ber — to increase your benefits payments. (Or he threatens 
to cut off your benefits if you don’t give the information). 
It’s not really the Social Security Administration calling. It 
is the SSA’s real phone aumber, but the scammers on the 
phone are spoofing the number to make the call look real. 

Keep in mind the SSA or IRS will not threaten you to 
get personal information and they won’t promise to in- 
crease your benefits in exchange for information. When in 
doubt, call the agency in question back at their actual num- 
ber, tell them what occurred and ask if they are looking 
for you. Most likely the answer will be no followed by an 
explanation that SSI and the IRS will send a letter to you 
first, with instructions to call them. 

If still in doubt, look up the telephone number.

In a past column a Honda Accord owner questioned 
about problems with the air conditioner. I had a 2004 
Honda CRY that had an air condition problem that I 
had repaired and later received a notice about a recall. 
Luckily, I still had a receipt and was able to get a signifi- 
cant refund towards the work I had done. I would advise 
the owner to check for recall and if none at least hold 
onto receipt for work done for possible future recall. 

This is very good advice; you never know when some- 
thing could be covered well outside of the warranty. Years 
ago, I had a Volkswagen Cabrio and the convertible top was 
starting to fail. The car was outside of the warranty but there 
was a class action lawsuit that allowed for the top replace- 
ment at very little cost to me. It always makes sense to con- 
tact the manufacturer as well as doing a little homework 
online to see if a repair may be covered. 

I’m trying to get my 2007 Saturn Vue an inspection 
sticker. A local shop first inspected it and said I needed 
to get the electric system checked due to a problem with 
the airbag. That shop told me to go to a General Motors 
dealer. When I had the car at the dealer they said it was 
okay. I went back to the first shop and they said it is the 
same problem and gave me a card with a number on it 
and said to check that. I went back, had it checked, and 
they said, “able to communicate with computer system, 
no action required.” What should I do next? It is get- 
ting very frustrating. 

From your description it sounds like there is a commu- 

nication problem between the car’s computer and a scan 
tool or the inspection equipment. Like all electronics issues 
there is a specific fault-tree style diagnosis to find the prob- 
lem. This starts with something as simple as checking all 
the fuses to testing individual components. It is not unusual 
that one module will be causing a communication issue with 
another module. After checking power and ground circuits, 
typically other modules are disconnected to see if commu- 
nication to the scan tool is noted. 

My son was driving his 2009 Subaru Impreza when 

all the dash lights came on and the cruise control light 
was blinking. We plug it into his diagnostic device and 
it showed a code PO420. We brought it to our mechanic 
and he replaced the O2 (oxygen) sensor. Everything was 
fine for two weeks when all the lights came back on. This 
time my mechanic -put a lifter/adaptor under the sen- 
sor. Again, everything was fine for two weeks and then 
the dashboard lit up. We took it to a Subaru dealer who 
without much diagnostics declared we needed a new cat- 
alytic converter ($1,500). I then brought it to a muffler 
and exhaust shop. He replaced 2aother sensor and took 
the lift-device out from under the first sensor. It was near 
inspection time on the car, so he did an inspection and 
the car passed the emission test and safety portion of the 
inspection. The PO420 code has never shown itself again 
since the first event. The car never functioned differently 
from the get-go. It runs just fine. It has been one week 
since the last repair and no lights yet. Questions: do we 
really need a new catalytic convertor and secondly if so 
does it have to be an original one as the dealership stat- 
ed? We only plan on keeping the car another two years. 

From your description it is most likely the car needs a 
catalytic convertor. The idea that the shop mounted the oxy- 
gen sensor out of the exhaust stream (fooling the computer 
by tampering) tells me the catalytic convertor efficiency is 
not where it should be. It has been my experience that af- 
termarket catalytic convertors don’t always work‘as well as 
the factory units. If you can save money and the repair shop 
will stand behind their work and the parts they install, then 
use the after-market part. 

I have a 2016 SRX Cadillac with 17,500 miles on it. 
When on the highway at high speeds above 40 miles per 
hour, I hear wind that sounds like when I have an open 
window in the rear. My dealer checked the wheel bear- 
ings and say they were okay and said it must be coming

from my tires, which are Michelin. The sound increases 
with the speed of the car. Could it be insufficient insula- 
tion at the rear door or around the windows? 

As a general rule Michelin tires are quiet unless like all 
tires they have worn unevenly. A simple test would be to 
swap out the tires off another SRX to see how your vehicle 
sounds. At this point the technician needs to determine the 
source of the noise. A technician using a vibration tester will 
be able to see if the noise is related to a mechanical part such 
as a bearing, transmission component or even a vibration 
from an exhaust pipe or other component touching (ground- 
ing out) on the body of the vehicle. These testers that were 
once mechanical, but now incorporate an oscilloscope and 
measure the frequency of the vibration. You mentioned the 
possibility of a wind noise and that needs to be investigated 
as well. 

What is the best sub-compact to buy used for reliabil- 
ity? My budget is $8-$12,000 and I need a small car that 
will last a long time and be cheap to keep? 

My first choice would be the Honda FIT; in your price 
range you should be able to purchase a 2011/2012 model 
with reasonable mileage. The FIT is economical, reliable 
and quite practical for a subcompact. As something a bit 
different I would then look at the Scion xD or Prius C. The 
Scion although not made now is a Toyota so reliability is 
excellent. The hybrid Prius C. gets fantastic mileage and has 
be very reliable. If you can use a slightly bigger car the Kia 
Soul is a good choice and if you drive a snised shift can be 
a very good value. 

I have a GMC 2500HD pickup and the door sticker 
states the front tires should be at 65PSI and the rear 
tires should be inflated to 7S5PSI. I just had an oil change 
and tire rotation at my dealer, at about 11,000 miles. 
I checked my tires and they are all at around 63psi. 
Should I set the tires at different levels? 

I believe in setting vehicle tires at the pressure recom- 
mended by the vehicle manufacturer. The only time I would 
vary the pressure is if you were carrying a heavy load for a 
long distance. 

I have the factory trailering (pull out, folding) mir- 
rors GMC truck and they have what looks like a LED- 
bulb in lower left and lower right corners, on both mir- 
rors. I have questioned my dealership numerous times 
and searched the internet as to what these are. My deal- 
ership. said they were backup lights - but they do not 
light up in reverse! I’m guessing they are for side colli- 
sion avoidance? 

I’m surprised the dealer didn’t know the answer. The 
lights are auxiliary back-up lights and they activate when 
you turn the cargo-bed light on. 

I’m thinking about buying a Jeep so that I can place 
a small homeowner plow on it during the winter to plow 
my own flat driveway. Can I get away with the Jeep JK 
or do I need a vehicle with a beefier suspension? 

People have been adding plows to Jeeps for years and 
it is even easier today. Now there are light weight “home- 
owner” style plows that are fully functional and very light 
weight. Meyer, a long time plow manufacturer makes a light 
weight power plow that attaches to a front trailer hitch; mak- 
ing installation quick and simple. 

I am currently driving a 2014 Subaru Forester XT 
which I absolutely love. My plan was to give it to my son 
and buy a new Forester. I just found out that Subaru is 
no longer producing this model with this engine. I feel 
the performance is a major safety enhancement. I also 
like the size, safety and reliability. Can you recommend 
any comparable alternative vehicles that I can look at? 
I was also considering trying to find a 2018 Forester XT. 
I would appreciate your thoughts. - 

The 2019 Subaru Forester now has only one engine, but 
it does produce more horsepower and torque than previous 
naturally aspirated engines. With 182 horsepower and with 
higher engine torque and a somewhat lighter overall vehi-

- you are looking for more horsepower the Buick Envision, 


Chevrolet Equinox and Jeep Cherokee all have V-6 engine 
options that produce horsepower similar to your current 
Forester. . 

__ My wife’s 2004 Ford Taurus, which we have owned 
since 2006 with about 118,000 miles on it, has a problem 
which I call “hesitation.” This.problem has developed 
within the past 800 miles and is getting progressively 
worse. I’ll try to explain what I mean by “hesitation.” 
When driving between 20 to 60 MPH when it is neces- 
sary due to traffic too slow (just releasing pressure on 
the accelerator pedal) and then putting pressure on the 
pedal to resume speed it will act like there is a failure of 
the ignition. This will occur several times sometimes to 
the extent you will think it will quit, before correcting 
itself and running smoothly again. When accelerating 
onto an expressway with a speed limit of 65 or 70 MPH 
if you try to accelerate slowly it will often hesitate but 
if you put “pedal to the metal” there is no hesitation. 
So far, we have had the spark plugs replaced and the 
ignition coil. The car seemed to be fixed until we took a 
couple of hundred- ee oo 


Any ideas? 


I would start by going back to the repair shop that per- 
formed the repairs; it sounds as if:they are on the right track. 
In addition, there is an obligation on their part to repair the 
car for the problem you originally came in for: hesitation. 
Some things to check are computer codes and any:available 
computer data. Then I-would pay particular attention to the 
wiring harness. I have seen some case that over time as the 
engine rocks back and forth it puts stress on the wiring har- 
ness and causes this type of problem. 

I am waiting on a body shop quote for rust removal 
and repainting of the areas below both doors of my 2012 
F-150 truck. After his first look the body shop guy said 
they didn’t look too bad but the job would be more or 
less expensive depending on how deep the rust goes and 
if there are holes the rockers would have to be replaced 
as that would be a structural fault, Also, the bottom lips 
of both doors have missing paint but are not rusted yet, 
so I asked for a quote for repair of them. What can be 
done to prevent future rusting? Would installing mud 
flaps in the front, help prevent this in the future? 

Mud flaps will certainly help prevent sandblasting of the 
painting which will help eliminate surface rust which can 
lead to more serious problems. Water can also be making its 
way down from the rear window or even the high -mounted 
brake light and causing the rocker panels and in some cases 
the corner of the cab to rust out. The body shop could also 
apply a coating (pebble finish) to the bottom of the doors 
and rocker panels (3M makes a product specifically for this) 
and it helps prevent chipping. I have also seen some shops 
thoroughly undercoat the inside of the panels while in the 
process of repairing the rust damage... 

My 2012 Nissan Altima 2.5 S has only 60,000 miles 
on it. Since I only put 3-4,000 miles a year on it, it could 
last my lifetime. That said, the low beams are dim for 
my aging eyes. My mechanic says that the wiring cannot 
handle more wattage, and that he’s had no success with 
LED replacement bulbs. I don’t want to give up driving 
at night. 

‘ The first place I would start is to make sure the plastic 
lenses are: perfectly clear. If they are hazy you won’t get 
as much light on the road. Bulbs dim with age, so perhaps 
the bulbs in your six-year old car are nearing the end of 
their life. have not tried LED replacement bulbs, but I have 
used bulbs that are brighter than the stock bulbs. Most of the 
major lighting companies (GE, Sylvania, Hella) all make. 
bulbs that claim to be 50-90 percent brighter than the stock

slightly out of round. The 
dealer has given me two 
choices, buy new expen- 
sive rims or have the rims 
repaired. Does repairing 
work and is it safe? I am 
about to buy new tires and 
I don’t want to put new 
tires on bad rims. 
Certainly, repairing a 
wheel/rim will be cheaper 
than buying a new wheel. 
As to the safety issue, if the 
wheel is repaired properly, 
there is not a problem. Any 
wheel repairs that I have. 
seen have looked almost as 


good as a new wheel and ~ 


considerably less cost. I 
would carefully inspect the 
tires and at a minimum re- 
place two, so they match on 
each axle. 

I received a ‘warranty 
notification’ from Nissan 
North America about the 
evaporative emission va- 
por vent tube from the fuel 
tank to the evaporative 
emission canister. Is there 
anything I should look for 
that would give me a clue 
that this is happening to 
my vehicle? It goes on to 
say that the vehicle has 
software that may not be 
able to accurately pin- 
point the issue. They are

15 years or 150,000 miles. . 


I don’t want to wait till it’s 
too late. 

I believe the issue is the 
vent gets clogged with dirt 
or even spiderwebs. The 
problem is the system works 
or it doesn’t. The first indi- 
cation of a problem is very 
slow filling of the fuel tank 
with constant pump shut 
offs. If this happens the 
vent is clogged or partially 
clogged. 
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We spend winters [6 
months] in Florida and I 
purchased a 2004 Toyota 
Corolla to leave there for a 
spare car. The Corolla only 


has 75,000 miles on it. A 


friend starts it once a week 
and lets it run for about 
10-15 minutes. He does not 
drive it anywhere because 
I’m cheap and cancel the 
insurance. He said the 
“check engine light” now 
goes on when he starts the 
car. Any thoughts why it 
would go on when it hasn’t 
been driven for a while. 
The check engine light 
could be on for any num- 
ber of reasons from a loose 
gas cap to a faulty sensor. 
The other issue is a rodent 
could have damaged a hose 
or wiring. At this point the 
best thing to do would be 
bring the car to a good re- 
pair shop for a checkup. You 
actually may be doing more 
harm than good starting the 
car and letting it run every 
week without driving it. It 
would be better to drive the 
car every three weeks or so 
for 30 minutes. If this is im- 
possible then I would fill the

Mini Snowball Cookies

How about a delicious cookie that is no 
bigger than ping pong ball? 

Today’s recipe is just that, given to me 
by my niece, Jean. This recipe is only a few 
ingredients and it is a most tasty desert with 
finely chopped walnuts and covered with 
powdered sugar. 


Mini Saowball Cookies 


Preheat oven to 325 degrees 


2 sticks of butter, softened and at room 
temperature .- 

% cup confectionery sugar 

1 cup of walnuts, finely chopped 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

2 cups of flour 


- For Cookie Coating: 1 cup of powdered 
sugar in a small brown paper bag or plastic 
bag. 


Mix all ingredients until well blended. 
Roll the mixture into a ball the size of a 
walnut. 

Place cookie balls on an ungreased 
cookie sheet, or cookie sheet prepared with 
parchment paper. (These cookies do not 
spread so you do not need to leave a lot of 
room between them on the cookie sheet.) 

Bake for 20 to 30 minutes until bottom 
is golden brown. Jean said she checks the 
cookies after baking for 20 minutes and 
then times them accordingly. 

When cookies are done put 1 cup of 
powdered sugar into a brown paper bag or 
plastic bag. 

Gently drop 4 cookies into the bag. 
Close the bag and gently shake the bag until 
cookies are well-coated. Remove the cook- 
ies and add more cookies approximately 4 
or 5 at a time. 

Add more powdered sugar for coating as 
needed. 

Store in a plastic container.

1. Ina large skillet over medium heat, 
melt butter. Add onion, carrot, and celery 
and saute’ until soft, 7 to 8 minutes. 

2. Add cauliflower and mushrooms and 
season with salt and pepper.

3. Add the flour, then add parsley, rose- 
mary, and sage and stir until combined, then 
pour over vegetable broth and cover with a 
lid.

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Holiday Turkey Tips: Food Safety On Thanksgiving

The Thanksgiving gath- 

ering is the largest meal 
many cooks prepare each 
year. Trying to accomplish 
this amazing feat accurately, 
especially the. turkey brings 
a fair amount of pressure, 
whether a host is experi- 
enced with roasting a turkey 
or not. 

Food safety is probably 
not the initial thing ‘you 
think about when planning a 
holiday dinner. But to keep 
your gathering from being 
memorable in the wrong 
way, it’s important to pro- 
tect your guests from food- 
borne illnesses. 

Follow these tips to make 
sure your Thanksgiving 
meal is both delicious and 
safe to serve. 


RUTH JONES 

¢ Read labels carefully. 
Temperature labels show 
if the bird is fresh or fro- 
zen. If you plan to serve a 
fresh turkey, purchase it no 
more than two days before 
Thanksgiving. 

¢ Purchase two ther- 
‘mometers: a_ refrigerator 


thermometer to ensure the 
turkey is stored at 41 °F or 
slightly below and a food 
thermometer to make sure 
the cooked turkey reaches a 
safe 165 °F. 

e Thaw the turkey by 
using the microwave, the 
running cold water meth- 
od, or the refrigerator. 
The refrigerator method is 
USDA recommended. A 
frozen turkey is safe indefi- 
nitely, but a thawing turkey 
must defrost at a safe tem- 
perature. Allocate 24 hours 
per 5 pounds to defrost in 
the refrigerator. When the 
turkey is left out at room 
temperature for more than 
two hours, its temperature 
can creep into the danger 
zone between 41°F and 
135°F, where disease caus- 
ing bacteria can grow rap-

¢ Wash hands with 
warm water and soap for 
20 seconds before touch- 
ing any food to prevent the 
spread of many: types of 
infection and illness. Bac- 
teria from raw poultry can 
contaminate anything that it 
touches. Thoroughly wash 
your hands, utensils, and 
work surfaces to prevent the 
spread of bacteria to your 
food and family. 

¢ Do not wash the tur- 
key. This only spreads 
pathogens onto kitchen sur- 
faces. The only way to kill 
bacteria that causes food- 
borne illness is to fully cook 
the turkey. 

¢ Keep raw turkey sepa- 
rated from all other foods 
at all times. 

¢ Use separate cutting 
boards, plates, and uten- 
sils when handling raw 
turkey to avoid cross- 
contamination. Wash items 
that have touched raw meat 
with warm soap and water, 
or place them in a dishwash- 
er. 

¢ Cook the turkey until 
it reaches a minimum tem- 
perature of 165 °F, as mea- 
sured by a food thermom- 
eter. Check the turkey’s 
temperature by inserting the 
thermometer in three plac- 
es: the thickest part of the 
breast, the innermost part of 
the thigh, and the innermost 
part of the wing. 

Cook stuffing in a casse- 
role dish to make sure it is 
thoroughly cooked. If you 
stuff ‘the turkey, do so just 
before cooking. Use a food 
thermometer to make sure 
the stuffing’s center reaches 
165°F. Bacteria can sur- 
vive in stuffing that has not 
reached 165°F, and possibly 
cause food poisoning.

Steps to follow when 
ine food 

¢ Refrigerate leftovers 
within two hours to pre- 
vent bacteria from grow- 
ing on the food. Clos- 
tridium perfringens is the 
second most common bacte- 
rial cause of food poisoning. 
Outbreaks occur most often 
in November and Decem- 
ber, and appear to be related 
to holiday meals. 

¢ Divide leftovers into 
smaller portions. Refriger- 
ate or freeze in covered shal- 
low containers for quicker 
cooling. Store leftovers in 
shallow pans or containers 
to decrease cooling time, 
this prevents the food from 
spending too much time at 
unsafe temperatures (be- 
tween 41 °F to 135 °F). 

¢ Discard any turkey, 
stuffing, and gravy left out 
at room temperature lon- 
ger than 2 hours; | hour in 
temperatures above 90 °F. 

¢ Do not store stuffing 
inside a leftover turkey. 
Remove the stuffing from 
the turkey, and refrigerate 
the stuffing and the meat 


- separately. 


¢ Avoid consuming left- 
overs that have been left in 
the refrigerator for longer 


than 3 or 4 days. Use the 
freezer to store leftovers for 
longer periods of time. 

¢ Keep leftovers in a 
cooler with ice or fro- 
zen gel packs if the food 
is traveling home with a 
guest who lives more than 
two hours away. 

¢ If freezing leftovers, 
use within 2 to 6 months 
for best quality. 


Reheating Your Turkey: 

Cooked turkey may be 
eaten cold or reheated. 

¢ Set the oven tempera- 
ture no lower than 325 °F. 

¢ Reheat turkey to an in- 
ternal temperature of 165 
°F. Use a food thermometer 
to check the internal tem- 
perature. 

¢ To keep the turkey 
moist, add a little broth or 
water and cover. 

In the Microwave Oven: 

¢ Cover your food and ro- 
tate it for even heating. Al- 
low standing time. 

¢ Check the internal tem- 
perature of your food with a 
food thermometer for a full 
2 minutes to make sure it 
reaches a minimum of 165 
“F, 

. Finally, be careful with 

eggs. Many eggnog recipes 


_ call for uncooked eggs, you 


need to use pasteurized eggs 
or cook the egg yolks to be 
sure you kill any potential 
salmonella bacteria. 

Eggs should be kept re- 
frigerated until ready for use 
and always cook egg prod- 
ucts to 160 degrees.

GMA Big Step In City’s Fight Against Climate Change 


Quincy city government 
has substantially increased 
the energy efficiency of city 
buildings and operations 
and its use of renewable 
energy. Now, as the Sun 
reports (“City Eyes More 
Renewable Energy,” Oct. 
25), the city is considering 
a move that would do even 
more to reduce the green- 
house gases that, by fueling 
increasingly violent weather 
and sea level rise, are threat- 
ening life and property here. 


Specifically, the city has 
been exploring a program 
called green municipal ag- 
gregation (GMA), whereby 
electric power used by resi- 
dents and small businesses 
would contain a bit more 
clean renewable energy 
than the basic service elec- 
tric power that most Quincy 
residents now rely on.

Under GMA, the in- 
crease in green power would 
be small, probably another

Ask Rusty: Will I 
Get yore Benefits?

Dear Rusty: What percentage, if any, should I be able 
to collect on my husband’s Social Security benefits? He 
started his at full retirement age and I’m turning 62 in 3 
months (born 1957). I did work and am eligible to collect 
on my own work record. Half of his benefit would be ap- 
proximately. $300 more a month than I would collect with 
my own benefit. I am not currently working and do not have 
plans to go back to work. When I called the SS office to 
make an appointment, I asked this same question and the 


person I spoke with said I couldn’t collect on my spouse. I 


have a friend who told me his wife did get some extra ben- 
efit from his Social Security and she also worked. Signed: 
Inquiring Mind 

Dear Inquiring: Not everyone is automatically entitled 
to spousal benefits, and everyone doesn’t get 50% of the. 


“higher earning spouse’s benefit amount. Whether or not you 
_ are eligible depends upon how much your benefit on your 


own work record is at your full retirement age, compared 
to half of your husband’s benefit at his full retirement age 


(FRA). And if you take benefits at age 62, both your own 


benefit and your spousal benefit will be reduced. Born in 
1957, your benefit at age 62 from your own work record will 
be reduced by 27:5% from what it would be at 66 % (your 
full retirement age). Because you’re taking the spousal ben- 
efit early (you’ll be deemed to be filing for spousal benefits 
when you claim your own) you won’t get 50% of your hus- 
band’s FRA benefit, rather it will be reduced. Here’s how 
you can figure out your total benefit at age 62, and whether 
you will get a spousal benefit in addition to yourown. 

First, find out what your benefit amount would be if you 
wait until your full retirement age to claim (you can get this 
from Social Security or by creating your own “My Social 
Security Account” online at www.ssa.gov). Since you say 
your husband claimed at his FRA, compute one half of his 
current benefit, and then compare your FRA benefit amount 
to one half of his benefit amount. If half of his is less than 
your FRA benefit, you won’t get a “spousal boost.” If half 
of his is more than your FRA benefit, you will get a spousal 
boost, but it will be reduced because you’re taking it at age 
62 instead of at your FRA. At age 62, rather than half of 
your husband’s benefit you would get about 34% of his ben- 
efit, and the difference between that amount and your own 
reduced age 62 benefit is your spousal boost. That spousal 
boost, if any, will be added to your age 62 benefit amount 
to arrive at your total Social Security benefit at age 62. And 
that total amount will be less than 50% of your husband’s 
benefit. Since Social Security has already told you that you 
aren’t entitled to a spousal benefit, it’s probable that your 
own FRA benefit amount is more than 50% of your hus- 
band’s FRA amount.

city a more open, inviting 


and welcoming place for 
this community,” he said. 
“The request is to cre- 
ate a commission, under the 
auspices of the city govern- 
ment, to work on these is- 
sues on a regular basis...a 


full-time sort of outlook on 


how we can constantly im- 
prove things. 

“Some of the work done 
to date has been tremendous 
and we should build on that 
— most notably the Q Pride 
event, which was wonder- 
ful.”

Chris Cassani, Quincy’s 
director of traffic and park- 
ing, met with residents to 
discuss the new parking 
rules during a community 
Noy, 20. About 50 people 
attended the meeting in- 
side the First Presbyterian 
Church. 


The new rules will ap- 
ply in an area spanning 
from Water Street south to 
the Braintree town line, and 
from the MBTA tracks east 
to Franklin Street. Signs 
will be posted on _ those 
streets this week, before the 
parking program begins. 


Kendrick Avenue and 
several neighborhood roads 
to the east of Franklin Street 
had originally been included 
in the area in which the new 
rules would apply, but Cas- 
sani said those streets have 
been removed from the af- 
fected area. City officials 


opted against enforcing the 
new rules on those streets 
because they do not believe 
T commuters would park so 
far away from Quincy Ad- 
ams, based on what happens 
at the city’s other three train 
stations. 

“We don’t see people 


parking this far away — an 
eight- or nine- or 10-minute 
or 12-minute walk away — 
from any of our other train 
stations,” Cassani said.

*. Other antidepressants, 
such as bupropion (Well- 
butrin) and venlafaxine (Ef- 
fexor). 

If your doctor orders an 
antidepressant, be certain 
to take it the way it was 
prescribed. Stopping the 
medicine suddenly, could 


could be enforced there.

cause side effects or exacer- 
bate your depression. When 
you are ready to discontinue 
the medicine, your doctor 
can assist you with slowly 
reducing the dose to avoid 
problems. 


Counseling may also 


have a role in treating sea- 


sonal affective disorder. 
Particular modes of coun- 
seling, such as cognitive-be- 
havioral therapy and inter- 
personal therapy, can aide in 
learning more about SAD, 
how to manage symptoms, 
and how to help prevent fu- 
ture episodes. 

There are many things 
one can do to help ward off 
the effects of seasonal affec- 
tive disorder Regular exer- 
cise is one of the best things 
you can do for yourself. Ob- 
taining more sunlight may 
help too, so it is beneficial to 
get outside to exercise when 
the sun is shining. Being 
active during the daylight 
hours, especially early in 
the day, may help you have 
more energy and feel less 
depressed. 

Moderate exercise is safe 
for most people. But it’s al- 
ways a good idea to talk to 
your doctor before you start 
an exercise program.

U.K. Pension Affects 
Social Security Benefits

Dear Rusty: Today I had my interview for Social Secu- 
rity and was told that because I receive a government retire- 
ment pension from the United Kingdom, my Social Security 
check will be reduced by up to 55%. My question is, how 
can this be so? My U. K. pension was not a voluntary con- 
tribution but a mandatory deduction withheld from my pay- 
check just like for my U.S. Social Security. Is there any way 
to get. around this drawback? Any information you can give 


_me will be greatly appreciated as I am not financially well. 


off and was depending on both checks and not still having 
to work after retirement. Signed: Perturbed. 

Dear Perturbed: If you worked and earned enough 
separately in both countries to be independently eligible for 
benefits from each, your U.S. Social Security benefit will be 
reduced by Social Security’s Windfall Elimination Provision 
(WEP). WEP was enacted by Congress in 1983 to equalize 
benefits between those who collect only Social Security, and 
dually entitled workers who collect both Social Security and 
a pension from an employer which did not participate in or 
contribute to Social Security. The United States has Social 
Security “totalization agreements” with many other coun- 
tries, and here is an excerpt from the Agreement between 
the US and the UK: 

“A UK. pension may affect your U.S. benefit, If you 

qualify for Social Security benefits from both the United 
States and the United Kingdom and did not need the agree- 
ment to qualify for either benefit, the amount of your U.S. 
benefit may be reduced. This is a result of a provision in 
U.S. law that can affect the. way your benefit is figured if 
you also receive a pension based on work that was not cov- 
ered by U.S. Social Security.” ) 

The “agreement” referred to is the “totalization” agree- 
ment between the United States and United Kingdom which 
provides for coordination of benefits between the countries. 
The bilateral agreement is helpful when someone has some 
time working in both countries but not enough in either 


. to qualify for full benefits. In that case the agreement al- 


lows for totaling credits earned in both so that a person has 
enough total credits to be eligible for benefits. But when 
someone is independently eligible for full benefits in both 
countries, the Windfall Elimination Provision applies and 
will reduce Social Security benefits by up to 50% of your 
UX. pension amount, or up to the maximum reduction for 
the year you became eligible for U.S. benefits. 

I’m afraid there is no way around this, unless you have 
more than 20 years of U.S. employment, which contributed 
to the U.S. Social Security system. The WEP reduction to 
your U.S. Social Security is less if you have more than 20 
years of SS-covered “substantial earnings” and WEP goes 
away if you have more than 30 years of SS-covered employ- . 
ment with substantial earnings. But if you have less than 30 
years of SS-covered substantial earnings, WEP will reduce 
your U.S. Social Security benefit. For additional informa- 
tion, here is a link to an article I previously published on 
how WEP works: https://socialsecurityreport.org/ask-rusty- 
wep-windfall-elimination-provision/.

U.K. Pension Affects 


Social Security Benefits

Dear Rusty: Today I had my interview for Social Secu- 
rity and was told that because I receive a government retire- 
ment pension from the United Kingdom, my Social Security 
check will be reduced by up to 55%. My question is, how 
can this be so? My U. K. pension was not a voluntary con- 


- tribution but a mandatory deduction withheld from my pay- 


check just like for my U.S, Social Security. Is there any way 
to get around this drawback? Any information you can give 


off and was depending on both checks and not still having 
to work after retirement. Signed: Perturbed. 

Dear Perturbed: If you worked and earned enough 
separately in both countries to be independently eligible for 


~ benefits from each, your U.S. Social Security benefit will be 


reduced by Social Security’s Windfall Elimination Provision 
(WEP). WEP was enacted by Congress in 1983 to equalize 
benefits between those who collect only Social Security, and 
dually entitled workers who collect both Social Security and 
a pension from an employer which did not participate in or 


contribute to Social Security. The United States has Social. 


Security “totalization agreements” with many other coun- 
tries, and here is an excerpt from the Agreement between 
the US and the UK: 

“A UK. pension may affect your U.S. benefit, Tf you 
qualify for Social Security benefits from both the United 
States and the United Kingdom and did not need the agree- 
ment to qualify for either benefit, the amount of your US. 
benefit may be reduced. This is a result of a provision in 


US. law that can affect the. way your benefit is figured if 


_me will be greatly appreciated as 1 am not financially well. 


you also receive a pension based on work that was not cov- 


ered by U.S. Social Security.” 

The “agreement” referred to is the “totalization” agree- 
ment between the United States and United Kingdom which 
provides for coordination of benefits between the countries. 
The bilateral agreement is helpful when someone has some 
time working in both countries but not enough in either 
- to qualify for full benefits. In that case the agreement al- 
lows for totaling credits earned in both so that a person has 
enough total credits to be eligible for benefits. But when 
someone is independently eligible for full ‘benefits i in both 
countries, the Windfall Elimination Provision applies and 
will reduce Social Security benefits by up to 50% of your 
UK. pension amount, or up to the maximum reduction for 
the year you became eligible for U.S. benefits. 

I’m afraid there is no way around this, unless you have 


more than 20 years of U.S. employment, which contributed 


to the U.S. Social Security system. The WEP reduction to 
your U.S. Social Security is less if you have more than 20 
years of SS-covered “substantial earnings” and WEP goes 


away if you have more than 30 years of SS-covered employ- . 


ment with substantial earnings. But if you have less than 30 
years of SS-covered substantial earnings, WEP will reduce 
your U.S. Social Security benefit. For additional informa- 
tion, here is a link to an article I previously published on 
how WEP works: https://socialsecurityreport.org/ask-rusty- 
wep-windfall-elimination-provision/.

The fire at Twin Rivers 
Technologies,

ported around 8:30 p.m. on 
Saturday, Deputy Fire Chief 
Jack Cadegan said Tuesday. 

Engine 3, which is locat- 


ed a short distance away on 


Washington Street, was the 
first company on scene. Ca- 
degan said the company en- 


located at: 


countered heavy fire on the 
right-hand side of the build- 
ing facing the Fore River. 
Cadegan said the fire be- 
gan inside one of the plant’s 


fractionators, a device that - 


heats liquids to 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit in order to sepa- 
rate it. The fire started after 
a non-petroleum oil leaked 
from a fractionator and ig- 
nited, Cadegan said. 

The firefighters on scene 
initially used water in an 
attempt to extinguish the 
blaze; the plant’s sprinkler 


system was also activated. 
Cadegan said the water 
contained the fire to the one 
fractionatoz, but was not 
putting out the fire. 

After learning the frac- 
tionator contained a large 
amount of oil — up to 1,000 
gallons — firefighters began 
using two foams lines, and 
stopped putting water into 
the fire after those foam 
lines proved effective. Us- 
ing the foam, Cadegan said 
firefighters were able to ex- 
tinguish the fire relatively

The sky is the limit for a 

highly-skilled athlete with a 

relentless work ethic. 

If you do not believe that 
to be true; check in with An- 
thony Green. 

The 
252-pound 


6-foot-10, 
senior center 


has established himself as a 


force to be reckoned with at 
the Division I level on both 
ends of the floor, as he has 
been a staple in the paint for 
the Northeastern University 
men’s basketball program. 
He was a pivotal reason 
that the 2017-18 Huskies 
(23-10, 14-4 CAA) finished 
in a tie for the best regular- 
season record in the Colo- 
nial Athletic Association 
and advanced all the way 
to the championship game. 
He scored in double figures 
seven times, including com- 


piling a career high of 16 — 


points on two separate oc- 
casions. 
Northeastern head coach 


Bill Coen has been thrilled - 


with Green’s growth and 
impact over the last three- 
plus yeats. 

“He has not only grown 
on the court as a basketball 


player and become a starter © 


on a CAA-championship 
team, but he. has. grown in 


the classroom and done a. - 


great job in all of his stud- 
ies,’ Coen said. “He has 
grown as a leader in the 
locker room and on campus. 
We could not be prouder 
of Anthony and all of his 
growth.” - 

It is easy to only think 
about Green as being a high- 
caliber Division I athlete, 
but that ignores the day-in 
and day-out work that the 
Quincy, Mass. native put 
in throughout his career. It 
is also important to keep in 
mind the countless sacri- 
fices that Green’s parents, 
Anthony and Cecelia, made 
throughout the process, dat- 
ing all the way back to An- 
thony’s childhood. 

The down-to-earth Green 
pointed out a slew of people, 
who inspired and helped 
him during his basketball 
journey. 

“My biggest inspiration 
would be my parents, and 
then my first AAU coach 
Walles Stokes,” Green said. 
“My mom was always the 
one in the car driving me 
around everywhere and 
making sure I got to where 
I needed to be. My dad was 
working all the time to be 
able to fund whatever I 
wanted to do to get me to 
where I am today. Walles 
Stokes was the first one that 
saw that I had the chance 
to play basketball at some 
level, and he brought out 
the confidence in me that I 
really needed at that time.” 

Some aspects that were 
always in Green’s favor on 
the court were his’ height,

work ethic and team-first 
mindset. His potential start- 
ed skyrocketing at North 


Quincy High from 2010-14, 


as he fine-tuned his low-post 
skills, shooting touch and 
grew into his body, while 
dominating the rebounding 
and shot-blocking game. 

_ Nothing was handed to 
the elite prospect by Red 
Raiders varsity head coach 
Kevin Barrett, as Green 
played freshman ball in 
2010-11 and was on the ju- 
nior varsity team as a soph- 
omore. Ultimately, he was 
called up to the varsity squad 


during the MIAA Tourna- ‘ 


ment in 2012, and anchored 
the Raiders to back-to-back 
Division 1 South Sectional 


finals in 2013 and 2014. 


As a senior, he averaged 12 
points, nine rebounds and 
five blocks for a loaded 23-2 
team, and the outstanding 
athlete ended his time in a 
Raiders’ uniform with a tri- 
ple-double, comprised of 15 
points, 12 rebounds and 10 
blocks in the sectional final 
against Catholic Memorial. 
Green has nothing but 
positives to say about his 
time on Hancock Street. 
“Coach Barrett was re- 
ally big on getting me to the 
next level and making sure 
I had everything I needed to 
be successful,” Green said. 
“The atmosphere at North 


Quincy really helped a lot, 
especially the team that we 
had during my years there.” 

Even after playing in 
some-packed gyms across 
the country for Northeast- 
ern, the historic Quincy- 
North Quincy rivalry still 
sticks out to Green. 

“My favorite memory 
from NQ was playing Quin- 
cy in the quarterfinals of 
the South Sectional (a 64- 
56 win for NQ) during my 
senior year,’ Green said. 
“At that time, that was the 
most exciting atmosphere I 
had ever played in. That is 
something I cannot explain, 
the North Quincy gym was 
filled, people were lined up 
outside, and people were 
lined up on the sidelines and 
in the corner of the gym. I 
still have a picture on my 


phone of being at the free- 
throw line, and seeing the 
student section filling up the 
bleachers and the ground 
level. There was no standing 
room at all.” 

Green continued to grow 
during a post-graduate year 
in New Hampshire at Tilton 
under coach Marcus O’Neil 
in 2014-15. The Rams de- 
feated Vermont Academy, 
68-63, in the NEPSAC AA 
championship that season. 

Green decided to stay lo- 
cal for college, choosing to 
become a Husky in the fall 
of 2015, which was the sea- 
son after the men’s basket- 
ball program qualified for 
the NCAA Tournament for 
the first time since 1991. 

Green played sparingly 
during his rookie season, 
as the Huskies reached the

Tournament. As a sopho- 
more, Green really became 
an impact player, cracking 
the starting five in 19-of-31 
games, scoring double fig- 


‘ures Six times and recording 


a pair of double-doubles. He 
logged 38 minutes with 11 


: points, 11 rebounds and five 


blocks in a thrilling 105-104 
double-overtime.. triumph 
against Elon. 

Green’s impact on a 
game should never be mea- 
sured strictly by staring at 
a box score, as he does all 
the little things that make 
the difference between win- 
ning and losing, such as al- 
tering shots with his length, 
coming up with timely re- 
bounds, controlling the post 
game, hustling every play, 
creating extra possessions 
and setting hard screens. 

“Anthony has been a 
pleasure to coach; he is a 
team-first guy,” Coen said. 
“He wants to win and con- 
tribute in any way he can. 
He provides a backbone to 
our defense. He is a great 
rim protector and offen- 
sively he has the potential to 
change games with thunder- 
ous dunks. He is a big part 
of what we do and when he 
plays at his highest level we 
are the best team we can 
be.” 

The 2018-19 season 
is Green’s final ride as a 
Husky, and he opened the 
season with a _ 10-point, 


eight-rebound effort during 
a 77-74 setback to cross-city 
rival Boston University on 
Nov. 6. Green, who is the 
Student-Athlete Advisory 
Committee member for the 
basketball team, is plan- 
ning on continuing his play- 
ing career after he turns his 
tassel at graduation, either 
inside the U.S. or perhaps 
overseas. He plans on doing 
pre-draft workouts, meeting 
with agents and participat- 
ing in showcases. Green 
is also pondering going to 
school for physical therapy, 
if he is unable to continue 
his basketball career. 

At the center of Green’s 
mind right now is his bas- 
ketball family at NU, as the 
team is itching for another 
shot at the CAA Tournament 
title, after falling, 83-76, in 
overtime to the College of 
Charleston last March in 
South Carolina. The Hus- 
kies would earn an automat- 
ic berth into the big dance 
in March 2019 with a CAA 
Tournament title, which was 
exactly how the squad quali- 
fied for the NCAA Tourna- 
ment in 2015. 

“That has been the goal 
every since I got here, espe- 
cially after last year where 
we were so close and lost,” 
Green said. “We have not 
forgotten that feeling and 
every time we take the court, 
it is in the back of our heads 
that making it to the national 
tournament is our final goal 
for this year.”

Under the Mayor’s proposal, residential taxes make up

‘WE’LL NEVER FORGET IT’ 

-“T’ll never forget it. It started at 7:55 a.m. Sunday morn- 
ing,” Earl Kuja recalled. The nation observed the 50* an- 
niversary of the —— “sneak” attack on Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii. 

The attack was launched from six Japanese aircraft car- 
riers. The attack resulted in 2,403. deaths, with nearly 1,200 
wounded. 

Kuja, a sergeant with the Army’s 34" Combat Engineers 
stationed at the Schofield Barracks, was one of six Quincy 
residents who were members of the Pearl Harbor Survivors 
Association. 

“T was one of the lucky ones,” Kuja said. “I made it, oth- 
ers didn’t.”

Being physically active 

is one of the most signifi- 
cant factors that people can 
accomplish to enhance their 
health. 

Since 2008, the Physi- 
cal Activity Guidelines for 
Americans has been the 
standard for providing re- 
search-based physical activ- 
ity recommendations for all 
Americans. 

The US. Decartienk 
of Health and Human Ser- 
vices’ recently published the 
second edition of the Physi- 
cal Activity Guidelines for 
Americans. This edition 
provides evidence-based 
sanctions for youth ages 3 
through 17 and adults to 
safely acquire the physical 
activity necessary in order 
to stay healthy. 

There are new fundamen- 
val guidelines for children 
ages 3 through 5 and updat- 
ed guidelines for youth ages 
6 through 17, adults, older 
adults, women during preg- 
nancy and the postpartum 
period, adults with chronic 
health ailments, and adults 
with disabilities. 

Despite the overwhelm- 
ing facts of the health ben- 
efits of physical activity, 
only about 1 in 5 adults and 
adolescents meét the recom- 
mendations in the Physical 
Activity Guidelines. The

onstrates poor adherence to 
the guidelines with only 26 
percent of men, 19 percent 
of women, and 20 percent

low levels of physical activ- 
ity among Americans can 
have a multitude of negative

with virtually $117 billion 
dollars in annual healthcare 
expenses and 10 percent of 
all premature deaths attrib- 
utable to failure to attain 
levels of aerobic physical 
activity suggested in the 
guidelines. Adults require 
150 minutes of moderate- 
to-vigorous aerobic activ- 
ity each week, with muscle 
strengthening exercises on 
two days during the week 
to stay fit and healthy. Youth 
ages 6 through 17 require 
60 minutes of moderate-to- 
vigorous physical activity 
each day.

Of Extra Spouse Benefit

Dear Rusty: I haye applied for and been approved to 
start collecting my Social Security this month (at age 66). 
My wife will turn 62 in March 2019 and is planning to ap- 


ply for benefits then. In a group meeting with. a financial 


advisor he mentioned a spousal benefit of $500/month in 
addition to her own monthly benefit. Can you enlighten me 
on the proper name for this benefit and how do I apply for 
it? Signed: Wanting to Know 

Dear Wanting: I can only speculate on what the finan- 
cial advisor in that group meeting was referring to, but it 
may have been one of the following: 

When she is 62 your wife can claim her own Social Secu- 
rity and, if her benefit on her own work record is consider- 


ably less than yours, she may also be entitled to a “spousal 


benefit.” If she were to claim Social Security at her full re- 
tirement age her spousal benefit would be 50% of your ben- 
efit amount. But if she takes it at age 62, it will be something 
less — about 34% of yours. If she is entitled to the spousal 
benefit, she gets that larger amount as. her full Social Secu- 
rity. benefit. The spousal benefit is an amount which is added 
to your wife’s own benefit to bring her up to what she’s due 
as your spouse. In this sense, it is extra benefit on top of 
your wife’s benefit, but only up to the total amount she’s 
entitled to as your spouse. Your wife doesn’t need to apply 
separately to receive the spousal benefit because, if you are 
already collecting benefits when she files at age 62, she will 
be automatically deemed to be filing for any a benefit 
she is due from your record. 

If at the time of your group meeting with the financial ad- 
visor you had not yet claimed your Social Security, he may 
have been referring to something called a “restricted ap- 


plication for spousal benefits only.” You qualify for the re- ’ 


stricted application (RA) because you were born before the 
January 1, 1954 cut-off date after which it was eliminated. 
If your wife claims her-own Social Security first, you can 
file the “restricted application for spousal benefits only” and 
collect 50% of your wife’s full retirement age (FRA) benefit 
amount while allowing your own Social Security benefit to 
ow. That growth would be 8% per year of delay (0.667% 
ite month), and at age 70 your benefit would be 32% more 
than it is at age 66. But there’s a catch - you can only do this 
if you have not yet claimed your own benefits. Thus, the 
only way the RA could work for you now would be for you 
to withdraw your current benefit application, wait until your 
wife files at age 62, and then file the “restricted application 
for spousal benefits only” to get 50% of her FRA amount. 


If you withdraw your application now you will need to pay 


back any benefits, which have already been paid, essentially 
wiping the slate clean with Social Security, and this can only 
be done within one-year of when you first applied. But do- 
ing that will give you an extra spouse benefit while your 
own benefit grows. Again, I can only speculate on what the 
financial advisor in that group meeting was referring to, but 
the above seem most probable.

Intervale St. Condos Proposed 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The chairman of the 
city’s zoning board and the 
owners of several local busi- 
nesses‘ said they were con- 
cerned about a proposed 14- 
unit condominium building 
on Intervale Street in South 
Quincy, because the new 


residences would be located 


inside an industrial area. 

The Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals on Nov. 27 heard a re- 
quest from William Phelan 
for a variance to construct 
the 14-unit building at 149 
Intervale St. The board con- 
tinued the public hearing on 
the matter to Jan. 8. 

Planning Board approval 
is also needed for the proj- 
ect. 

Phelan is seeking per- 
mission to demolish the 
five-story home on site and 
construct the new four-story 
building. Twelve of the units 
would include one bedroom, 
with two two-bedroom 
units. 

The project site is lo- 
cated in an industrial zon- 
ing district. Martin Aikens, 
the ZBA’s chairman, said he 
was concerned owners of the 
new condominiums would 
complain ‘to police and city 
officials about noise coming 
from businesses in the area, 
based on’ what’s happened 
at other residential develop- 
ments in industrial areas. 

“Until you turn it all 
around — which you’re not 
going to do - it’s an indus- 
trial zone. This is going to 
cause problems with a lot of 


people. The people in that 
building are going to have 
problems,” Aikens said. 
“We see it every time this 
happens and we do one of 
these buildings.” 

In response, Phelan said 
the property in question al- 
ready has a multi-family 
home on site, and the new 
building would likely have 
better soundproofing than 
the current structure. 

“I do sympathize with 
the fact that maybe a busi- 
ness might get a complaint 
or two, but they would get 
a complaint or two from 
the people that live there 
already,” Phelan said. “This 
building would probably be 
better soundproofed than 
what the existing building 
is.” 

The owners of area busi- 
nesses echoed the same con- 
cern about noise complaints 
that Aikens did. 

“I think if we put 14 
condos in there, it’s going 
to cause a huge nuisance,” 
said Jim Schlager, whose 
family owns a towing and 
automotive-repair business 


on Centre Street. “I really 
feel it’s an industrial neigh- 
borhood. I think putting 14 
units there, it’s going to be 
28 headaches for every- 
body.” : 

Schlager’s father, James, 
said he would support com- 
mercial development on 
site, but not the 14 condos. 

“If you’re going to put in- 
dustrial there, be my guest. 
I'll even help you,” he said. 
“But if you put residential, 
I’m going to fight you.” 

John Montillio, owner 
of Monti Granite’ on Cen- 
tre Street, said the condos 
would be out of place in an 


industrial neighborhood. 

“Tt’s a beautiful building 
for Marina Bay,” he said. “I 
harbor no malice, it’s just 
that it’s going to be a catas- 
trophe. There is three blocks 
that are heavy industry — 
we’re not talking about UPS 
coming in with packages.” 

After the public hearing, 
Aikens suggested the con- 
tinuance until January so he 
could meet with the Plan- 
ning Department to review 
his concerns about residen- 
tial developments in indus- 
trial areas. Board members 
agreed to continue the hear- 
ing until then.

THROWERS SAFELY — 

Questions to Ask 

Do you have a clean out 
tool or stick? NEVER put 
your hands inside the au- 
ger or chute. Use a clean 
out tool (or stick) to unclog 
snow or debris from your 
snow thrower. 


Do _you_ tur off your 
snow thrower if you need 
to clear a clog? Always turn 


off your snow thrower and 


- wait for all moving parts 


to come to a complete stop 
before clearing any clogs or 
debris. 


Do you use your snow 
hrower_in visi i- 
tions? Never operate the 
snow thrower without good 
visibility or light. 

Can you aim your snow 
thrower with care? Never 
throw snow toward people 
or cars.

Will you use extreme 
caution on slopes and hills?

The Quincy Sun for the past 
seven years, worked at Cur- 
ry Hardware for nearly three 
years and recently began an 
internship at Dive Technolo- 
gies in Quincy. 

At his funeral Mass Luc 
was eulogized by his father, 
Ray Theberge, scout master 
and close friend Raymond 
Cheung and the Rev. Mat- 
thew Williams, pastor of 
Saint John’s Church. Each 
offered a heart-felt remem- 
brance of an exceptional 
young man who touched the 
lives of so many at such at 
young age. 

“We are here to cel- 
ebrate the life of an amaz- 
ing 18-year-old man who 
blessed us with his presence 
in our lives,” Ray Theberge 
said. “He truly was a gift to 
each and every one of us. 
Our lives have been altered 
by knowing him and living 
life with him. 


“Always remember the 


_ joy that Luc brought in our 
lives. Many of you have 
seen the use of yellow rib- 
bons since ‘Luc’s passing. 
Yellow is a symbol of the 
sunshine that Luc brought 
to our lives and our com- 
~ munity. His beaming big 
smile and personality would 
light up every room he was 
present in.” He then thanked 
Luc’s friends for placing 
yellow ribbons on _ trees 
lining the street near the 
Theberge home on Puritan 
Drive. 

Ray Theberge reflected 
on his son’s life for nearly 
20 minutes; his words a lov- 
ing testament to a son who 
was wiser beyond his years 
who embraced life to the 
fullest. 

“At a very young age, 
Luc learned that every day is 
a gift,” Ray said. “Every day: 
we need to wake up and say 
‘Amen. The Lord has given 
me another day.’ But it’s not 
a gift to squander. He’s giv- 
en you another you another 
chance to make an impact.

on the gift of Lucien as a 
role model for us and what 
gifts we have before us to- 
day.” 

Academically, Ray said 
his son was “one of a-kind.” 
At QHS, his advanced 
placement classes included 
physics 1 and 2, history, 
economics and computer 
science. In his sophomore 
year, when Luc thought he 
wouldn’t be able to take two 
years of high school phys- 
ics, he asked his father how 
he could fix that. He needed 
to take a pre-requisite chem- 
istry course at Quincy Col- 
lege during the summer. 

“What kid wants to do 
that,” Ray asked as the 
mourners laughed. “Luc 
did,” Ray answered softly. 

Luc also took a pre-cal- 
culus course at Quincy Col- 
lege before his junior year 
in high school. He wanted 
to secure as many college 
credits as possible before 
starting his freshman year 
at Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute where he was al- 
ready accepted. Next fall he 
would have begun studying 
mechanical engineering and 
robotics. 

Luc was also signed up 
for the ROTC program at 
WPI so he could graduate 
college as an officer in the 
US. Air Force and serve his 


country.

After attending the Frontier 
Summer Camp program 
and studying robotics for 
two weeks, he told his dad: 
“This school was made for 
me.” 

Ray said, “Luc loved 
being a part of robotics be-’ 
cause it included all the 
aspects of engineering that 
he enjoyed: mechanical, 
electrical, software, etc. but 
equally so because of the 
team building. Not surpris- 
ingly, there are many con- 
nections from scouting to 
robotics. A lot of the same 
personal goals are in place. 
And for the past three years 
‘whenever January came 
around, everything came to 
a halt because it was build 
season. It was seven days a 
week and he loved it. 

“We grew as a team,” 
that’s what Luc posted on 
his Facebook page after he 
and his fellow classmates 
completed building a robot 
that he said he could not 
have been more proud of. 
He also thanked his teach- 
ers for helping to challenge 
him to be the best student he 
could be. 

Many of those teachers 
and administrators attended 
Luc’s funeral. Others, be- 
sides a throng of family and 
friends, included elected of- 
ficials, community and busi- 
ness leaders and classmates. 

Ray said his son was a 
remarkable Boy Scout. He 
noted only four percent earn 
the rank of Eagle Scout, 
less than one percent earn 
the Ranger Award and less 
than one percent earn the 
National Outdoor Achieve- 
ment Medal. Very few earn 
all three. But Luc did. 

“He truly was One. in 
a million,” said. 
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‘doved the outdoors: 
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Ray said Luc learned at:a 
young age that many of life’s 
obstacles are self-imposed. 
“He learned how to remove 
and overcome them.” Some 
favorite memories were 


already ner out over 
200 nights, hiked over 600 
miles, performed over 300 
hours of community service 
and taken over 150 hours of 
leadership training. 

Ray said his son embod- 
ied the scout law. “I know 
he was an inspiration to 
many of you today. Luc was 
trustworthy, loyal, helpful, 
friendly, courteous, kind, 
obedient, cheerful, thrifty, 
brave, clean and reverent.” 

He said Luc was dedicat- 
ed to family, too. “He was 
the baby brother to John and 
Celia but he was more than 
that. He was a role model. A 
source of reason.”

Emily added, “We were 
never overly competitive 
with each other, but instead 
we pushed each other to be 
better athletes and people.

Hughes Won’t Seek Re-Election 


As GOP State Committee Chair 
City Councillor Undecided About Seeking 


Another Term In Ward 5 Next P all

Quincy’s Kirsten Hughes 
won’t run for a new term as 
the chairwoman of the Mas- 
sachusetts Republican Party 
next year, ending her six- 
year run in that post. 

Hughes, an attorney who 
represents Ward 5 on the 
Quincy City Council, said 
she is proud of the work she 
has done during her time as 
the chairwoman of the state 
GOP. 

“T feel like it’s time for 
someone else to see what 
they can do,” she said in a 
phone interview. 

Hughes said leaving the 
party chairmanship would 
also allow her to spend more 
time with her family. 

“My kids are getting a 
little older. The job includes 
a lot of nights and week- 
ends, crisscrossing the state 
and traveling out: of state,” 
she said. “That’s getting a 
little tougher to do.” 

Hughes was first elected 
GOP chairwoman in 2013 
and re-elected in 2015 and 
2017. She said the party has 
made a lot of gains during 
her tenure, including the. 
election of Charlie Baker as 
governor in 2014 and his re- 

election last month. 

During the . 2006 and 
2010 election’ _ cycles, 
Hughes worked with the 
state party; she served as 
the state GOP’s field direc- 
tor in 2010. In 2008, Hughes 


was a field staffer for John 


KIRSTEN HUGHES 
McCain’s presidential cam- 
paign before working for 
then Sen. Scott Brown’s re- 
election campaign in 2012. 

Hughes was first elected 
to her City Council seat in 
2011, and has been re-elect- 
ed every two years since. 
Hughes said she has not 
decided whether or not she 
will seek a fifth term on the 
council next November. 

“I haven’t decided yet,” 
she said. “One seat at a 
time.” 

Hughes said she would 
make a decision about run- 
ning for re-election to the 
Ward 5 seat next year when 
her colleagues also start to 
think about their re-election 
bids. 

Hughes has been linked 
to the open Norfolk County 
sheriff seat. Michael Bel- 
lotti, the longtime sheriff, 
left that post earlier this fall 
after being named acting 
president of Quincy Col- 
lege, and Braintree attorney 
Robert Harnais has served 
as acting sheriff since. 
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Baker, as governor, could 
appoint someone to the 
$150,000-a-year position. 
That person would be eli- 
gible to serve as sheriff until 
after a 2020 special election, 
the winner of which would 
serve out the final two years 
of Bellotti’s six-year term. 
Hughes said she would 
be interested in serving as 
sheriff, if the governor were 
to consider her for the job, 
“!’m always interested 
in serving the community if 
that’s what the governor felt 
was a good fit,” she said. 
Brendan Moss, Baker’s 
press secretary, would not 
say. if Hughes was under 
consideration for the post. 
“The administration is 
in the process of carefully 
reviewing potential appoint- 
ments,” Moss said in a state- 
ment.

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ZBA OKs Approves 
Robertson Street Condos

The Zoning Board of 
Appeals approved a devel- 
oper’s plan to build nine 
condominium units on Rob-. 
ertson Street in West Quincy 

The ZBA on Nov, 27 
granted a variance to Mal- 
colm Barber of Quincy, 
allowing him to build the 


 pine-unit building at 178 


Robertson St. The project 
also requires approval from 
the Planning Board. 

The site at 178 Robertson 
St. is currently vacant and is 
located in an industrial zon- 
ing area. 

Christopher Carroll, Bar- 
ber’s attorney, said his cli- 


ent had originally sought 


to build 11 units on site but 
scaled it-down to nine. fol- 
lowing meetings with city 
planning officials. Eighteen 
parking spaces — two per 
unit — will be provided in 
a first-floor garage, with an 


additional two guest spaces 
located outside the building. 

Barber said each unit 
would have two bedrooms 
and two bathrooms, plus an 
office; the units originally 
had a third bedroom, but 
that was removed following 
meetings with planning of- 
ficials, The units will range 
in size from 1,500 to 1,700 
square feet. 

- Barber said he intends to 
sell the units as condomini- 
ums, but they could be rent- 
ed out as apartments instead 
if the market changes. 

The project site is located 
adjacent to a parking lot on 
Robertson Terrace, which is 
owned by the Home Depot 
on Willard Street. Carroll 
said there is an agreement in 
place with Home Depot to 


use. that lot as a staging area | 


during construction if the 
project moves forward. 


Patricia Carolan, who 


owns a condo in the com- 
mercial building next door 
at 111 Willard St., said the 
proposal would be an im- 
provement. She was con- 
cemed, however, about peo- 
ple parking in the lot at 111 
Willard St., which she said 
was already tight enough. 

“IT love the building — 
don’t get me wrong. What 
was there was a dilapidated 
eyesore with rats. The con- 
cer is the parking. Other- 
wise, we're happy, ” Carolan 
said. 
Board members ap- 
proved the variance in a 
unanimous vote.

On Saturday, Nov. 24, at approximately 2:20 p.m., of- 
ficers were dispatched to the area of 780 Washington St.

With a gloved-hand, the officer recovered the items and 
placed them into a brown evidence bag. Officer Connell 
secured the items inside his cruiser and then placed the 
driver under arrest for the drugs. The driver claimed the 


drugs were the female’s. The officer then requested Com- 
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munications notify the State Police Truck Team to conduct 
an investigation of the entire truck. 

- Trooper Lauria responded to the scene and put trailer out 
of service and placed a 24-hour suspension of the driver’s 
commercial driver’s license. Officer Dabilis also respond- 
ed with his K-9 partner Karl and after a search of the truck 
cabin, he located two syringes with brown residue. Officer 
Dabilis also located particles of what appeared to be loose 
crystal meth throughout the cabin of the vehicle. He also 
found a plastic corner bag with residue and another glassine 
bag with similar residue inside.

terviewed the female, who said that the driver approached 
her Thursday night (Nov. 22) and told her he was getting 
out of town on a delivery and asked her if she wanted to go. 
She said that they left Herrin, IL the same night and there 
were no problems until she became homesick and wanted 
to go home. Instead of having an argument, she said she 
simply walked away from the truck and ended up at a gas 
station, where an employee directed her to Father Bill’s. 

When asked, she said that she did not have any knowl- 
edge of the drugs in the vehicle or that he used drugs. She 
said they were just friends and were not in a — relation- 
ship. 

The driver, a 25-year-old Charleston, Missouri resident, 
was charged with possession of a controlled substance, 
class B and with his track towed and his drugs seized, at 
least for now, he was not a threat on the road. In the long 
term, he may lose his CDL right to drive. Nice Work!

George Nicholson, Quin- 


cy’s director of veterans’ 
services, said Pearl Harbor 
has become synonymous 
with the word “infamy” fol- 
lowing President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s speech to 
Congress the next day. 

“The Pearl Harbor attack 


was labeled by President 
RooseVelt as being a day of 
infamy, and, when you stop 
to think about it, in spite of 
all the horrendous acts that 
having taken place around 
the world since Pearl Har- 
bor, none of them has had 


the label ‘infamy’ attached 
to them,” Nicholson said at 
the opening of the ceremo- 
ny. 

“The word ‘infamy’ has 
become synonymous and 
identified almost solely with 
Pearl Harbor, and that’s as it 


should be. Here in the city 
of Quincy we don’t forget, 
we will never forget, and the 
city allows us to do this be- 
cause we are who we are.”

The project to overhaul . 


_ the MBTA station in Wollas- 
ton is on budget and the fa- 
cility is expected to re-open 
next August as originally 
planned. 

Other projects are also 
underway, or will soon be, 
at the city’s other three Red 
Line stations. 

The MBTA began its $33 
million project to replace 
Wollaston station in Janu- 
ary. A group of state and 
local officials — including 
Lt. Gov. Karyn Polito, then 
MBTA General Manager 
Luis Ramirez, Sen. John

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Protect Your Family From Scams 
Guidelines From The Quincy Police Department

Quincy Police Department 
During this time of year when there are family get to- 
gethers, it is a great time to talk to elders about the wide 
array of scams out there now. The scams are escalating and 
according to the Federal Trade Commission: 
¢ Scam losses were reported at $41 million in the last 
twelve months versus $26 million the prior year. 
¢ 25 percent of people 70 and older report paying scam- 
mers in cash. 
¢ People 70 and older who paid in cash report a median 


loss of $9,000.. In comparison, people of all age groups re- 
port losing a median of $2,000 so far this year on scams. 


¢ People who are retired and are scammed may not have 
the means to make up the loss, possibly resulting in financial 
devastation, embarrassment, stress and deteriorating health. 
¢ Elders who are scammed often do not tell family be- 


cause they feel that they will be viewed as incompetent, yet . 


scammers victimize people of all ages. 

So, here is a cheat sheet (if you will) that will hes you to 
talk about the various scams: 

INTERNAL REVENUE SCAM continues to grow. 
The caller claims to be from the IRS and states that you 
owe back taxes. He/she instructs you to go to a local store 
chain and purchase a debit card to make payment or face 
prosecution. A new twist: the number showing up on your 


caller ID shows it is from Washington. Remember, gov- 


ernment agencies do not engage in debt collection over the 


~ telephone. It will be initiated by mail. 


The threat is that you must forward money or the Po- 
lice will come, or that you will be jailed if you don’t wire. 
money. Just hang up. They don’t call people — they mail 
you letters with instructions 

RECENT SCAM: Officer Bruce Tait reports that a 
29-year-old female scammed out of $1,350. The victim 
said she received a telephone call from “Sergeant Alan 
Blake of the Department of Homeland Security.” He said 
there were discrepancies on her 1°94 Immigration form and 
he knew her name, DOB and Social Security number. He 
told her that she was being fined $2,500 for filing an incom- 
plete form. He then instructed her to purchase Pay Pal cards 
and read the numbers over the phone. 

When the victim told him she only had $1,400in the 
bank, he told her to buy two cards at $500 and one for $350. 
She did this and gave him the numbers on the card. The 


‘victim told a friend what occurred and she was advised to 


call the Police, but it was too late to stop her losses. In- 
terestingly, the number on caller ID was a valid Homeland 
Security number, so the scammer knew how to fraudulently 
ug this number on the caller’s phone. 


DOCUMENTS: REQUEST FOR IMMEDIATE AC- 


TION - TIME SENSITIVE MATERIAL ENCLOSED 
— 2ND ATTEMPT — WARNING - FINE FOR INTER- 
FERING WITH DELIVERY OF THIS LETTER are all 
terms on an envelope that are intended to catch your atten- 
tion so that you will open the letter. This is the first step into 
leading you into a scam. Once you look at the contents, it 
should be clear that there is no urgency (your factory war- 
ranty is expiring) or time-sensitive material enclosed. 

You will see that, there is very little factual information 
that the scammer has about you and whatever product that 
they are trying to get you to purchase warranty protection 
for. The “2nd attempt” implies urgency as does the “warn- 
ing fine for interfering.” Scammers use these ruses because 
they work and are profitable. 

IMPORTANT VEHICLE NOTICE may come from a 
postcard, email or telephone solicitation. This is an offer to 
extend your auto warranty even if it has expired. This is a 
third-party warranty and has no association with your origi- 
nal warranty when/where you bought your car. 

Historically, there have been problems with this type of 
offer. Even if it is a legitimate company, often times they do 
not pay for original parts and getting reimbursed is often dif- 
ficult. In many cases, these companies are scammers, tak- 
ing your money and then going out of business. The scam- 
mers try to scare you by listing the prices of major repairs, 
which most car owners do not encounter and secondly, may 
be covered by their manufacturer’s warranty. 

There are so many exceptions in the contract, making 
it difficult to collect on a repair. Many of these companies 
have horrific records with the Better Business Bureau and 
the chances of recouping your losses are bleak. This is not 
to be confused with the manufacturer’s extended warranty, 


which may cost more than the third-party offer, but at least. 


_ you know that the dealership is local and there is someone 


there to work with. If you are still considering a third party 
offer, as always, “Google” the company and put the word, 
“scam” after it — and then make your decision. 

PET SCAM: A new online financial scam is aimed at 
animal lovers and it comes in different approaches. Accord- 
ing to the Federal Trade-Commission, online thieves are 
posting compassionate appeals on behalf of dogs and other — 
pets that need loving homes. Many of the ads include very 
sad stories, often with photos, that would make any normal 
person want to save a neglected or abused animal. 

The goal is to get a rational person to acton emotion. | 

Once a customer agrees to pay for the pet, which is usu- 
ally a low entry price, there is often a series of payments that 
the customer will have to make. For example, there will be 
the initial cost of paying for the “required” shots and medi- 
cal care prior to delivery. Once that payment is. received, 
there. will be additional charges for crating, shipping and 
inspection costs. Again, these usually are not high expenses, 
but once you get hooked in on the original payment, it adds 
up. - 

As you continue to pay for charges that actually make 
sense, at some point the reality sets in that there is no pet 
coming! There are so many fake emails ranging from re- 
quests for money to bogus investment opportunities and 
most of these are easy to detect. The difference in the case 
of animals in need is the emotional component and the 

¢ Do not make money transfers - they cannot be re- 
funded. If the scammer instructs you to send money via 
Western Union, MoneyGram or a similar service, your 
money could end up outside the U.S.. Remember, there! are 
plenty of animals locally that could be helped by you. _ 

¢ Investigate - Ask for the seller’s name, address and 
phone number. Google i is a great amateur investigator tool. 
Search the person’s name to see if there is a history of scams 
or complaints. Simply add the word, “scam” after the name, 


_ address or phone number. 


¢ Track the image - The FTC recommends right clicking 
on the photo of the pet and selecting “copy image location,” 
“copy image address” or “properties.” Copy the link into 
your browser. If the image shows up in an older listing, it’s 
most likely a scam. 
* Best action — Go to the local animal shelter, where an 
estimated 2.7 million pets in shelters go unadopted each 


. year. If you really want to help a puppy or kitten in need, 


make an in-person visit to the shelter in your town. 
Affordable CareAct ~*~ 
If you are shopping in the Health Insurance Marketplace, 
only shop at HealthCare.gov. People who try to sign you 
up elsewhere may be scammers. If you’re overwhelmed, 


' you can find free official helpers at HealthCare.gov. Official 


helpers will never ask for Haney or try to sell you a particu 
lar plan. 

Another important tip: the government will not call to 
sell you health insurance. No one from the government will . 
ask you to verify your Social Security number or bank —. 
mation over the phone. 

Private insurance. 

If you’re looking for health insurance, make sure that’s 
what you’re buying. Be on the lookout for medical dis- 
count plans. They’ re not the same as health insurance, even: 
though they sometimes pretend to be. Many of these plans 
are scams that don’t deliver on the services promised. Oth- - 
ers are just a way for identity thieves to get your personal 
information. Your state insurance commissioner’s office can . 
tell you if a plan isn’t insurance and whether the seller is 
licensed in your state." , 

Report health care scams 

If you think you may be a victim of a health care scam, . 
report it to the FTC. If the scam is Medicare-related, report 
it at medicare.gov. 

If you gave out personal information, then. call your 
banks, credit card providers, health insurance company, and. 
credit reporting agencies immediately. The FTC’s website 
has more information on’ health care scams and medical

There is 
no such agency and there is no requirement for an inspec- 
tion. This could lead to some unknown person coming out 
to your home and putting you at risk. They may want pay- 
ment made i in advance — another built in scam. 

DRIVEWAY PAVING SCAMS: It’s that time of year! 
A man knocks on your door and says he has extra asphalt 
and is willing to pave your driveway at a discounted. price. 
His high pressure approach often confuses and intimidates 
residents. . 

You may not be getting a deal and onie 6 be scammed. 


If you agree to hire this man, here is what likely happens. . 


Workers and equipment suddenly appear and begin “work- 

ing” on your driveway. At some point, the conman claims 
a mistake was made and you owe thousands more than the 
original price. He threatens that if you refuse to pay, the 
“work” will cease. You may be escorted to the bank to with- 
draw money. When you realize the scam you try to cancel 
the check only to learn it was cashed within minutes of it 
being written. 

A second scam is that the amount of asphalt applied 
comes up short and the scammer tells you that you need 
to pay for more asphalt to finish the job. There is also the 
scam of making a pavement in good faith and not receiving 


any work. Paving scams like this occur regularly in Massa-* 


chusetts and increase during spring and summer. ‘The per- 
petrators target senior citizens and are well known to police 
across te country. Criminal charges vary by state but are 
commonly filed. x

DONATIONS: There are many causes out there and 


- scammers will use two common techniques; the sympathy/ 


bonding approach to get you to give, or the high pressure/ 
bullying approach coercing. you to give. Watch for these 
techniques and hang up on these scammers! 

If you wish to give a donation, check out the non-profit 
organization (if it is indeed non-profit) online at sites such 
as “charitynavigator. org or charitywatch.org or have some- 
one assist you.

-« Hang up on scammers or throw mail away. 

¢ Ask lots of questions — they will hang up. 

e If they call, ask for literature — they won’t send it. 

¢ Google the offer and/or the telephone number with the 
word “scam,” “review” to'see what others are reporting.

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Aortic Dissection: Signs, Symptoms, Treatments 


A Message From Ruth Jones, Director Of Nursing, Quincy Health Dept.

An aortic dissection is a 

severe condition where the 
inner layer of the aorta, the 
large blood vessel branch- 
ing off the heart, tears. 
Blood gushes through the 
tear, causing the inner and 
middle layers of the aorta 
to separate, (dissect). If-the 
blood-filled channel rup- 
tures through the outside 
- aortic wall, aortic dissection 
is frequently fatal. 

Aortic dissection is 
somewhat uncommon. The 
condition most frequently 
occurs in males in their 60s 
and 70s. Symptoms of aortic 
dissection may mirror those 
of other diseases, often re- 
sulting in delays in diag- 
nosis, Conversely, when an 
aortic dissection is detected 
early and treated promptly, 
the chance of survival sig- 
nificantly improves.

An aortic dissection oc- 
curs in a weakened area of 
the aortic wall. Chronic high 
blood pressure may exert 
pressure on the aortic tissue, 
making it more vulnerable 
to tearing. Some people are 
bom with a condition as- 
sociated with a weakened 
and enlarged aorta, such as 
Marfan’ syndrome, bicus- 
pid aortic valve or other 
rarer conditions linked with 
weakening of the walls of 
the blood vessels. Aortic 
dissections are infrequently 


caused by. traumatic injury.

during motor vehicle acci-

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¢ Type A. This more 


common and serious type 
involves a tear in the part 
of the aorta where it exits 
the heart or a tear in the up- 
per aorta (ascending aorta),

(descending : aorta), which 
may also extend into the ab- 
domen

Certain genetic diseases 
intensify the risk of devel- 
oping an aortic dissection, 
including: 

e Turner’s syndrome. 
High blood pressure, heart 
problems and a number of 
other health conditions may 
result from this disorder. 

¢ Marfan syndrome. This 
is.a condition in which: 


* nestive-tissue, ‘which ‘sup- 


ports various structures in 
the body, is weak. People 
with this disorder often have 
a family history of aneu- 
rysms of the-aorta and other 
blood vessels or family his- 
tory of aortic dissections. 


¢ Connective tissue 
disorders. This includes 
Ehlers-Danlos syndrome, 
a group of connective tis- 
sue disorders characterized 
by skin that bruises or tears 
easily, loose joints and frag- 
ile blood vessels and Loeys- 
Dietz syndrome, with twist- 
ed arteries, especially in the 
neck. 

¢ Inflammatory or infec- 
tious conditions. These may 
include giant cell arteritis, 
which is an inflammation of 
the arteries, and syphilis, a 
sexually transmitted infec- 
tion.

e Sex. Men have about 
double the incidence of aor- 
tic dissection. 

e Age. The incidence of 
aortic dissection peaks in 
the 60s and 80s. 

¢ Cocaine use. This drug 
may be a risk factor for 
aortic dissection because 
it temporarily raises blood 
pressure. 

e Pregnancy. Infrequent- 
ly, aortic dissections occur 


in otherwise healthy women - 


during pregnancy. 

¢ High-intensity: weight- 
lifting. This and other stren- 
uous resistance training may 
increase the risk of aortic 
dissection by increasing 
blood pressure during the 
activity.

Imaging procedures used 
in diagnosis include: 

¢ Transesophageal echo- 
cardiogram (TEE). ATEE is 
a special type of echocardio- 
gram in which an ultrasound 
probe is inserted through the 
esophagus. The ultrasound 
probe is placed close to the 
heart and the aorta, provid- 
ing a clearer picture of your 
heart than would a regular 
echocardiogram. 

¢ Computerized tomogra- 
phy (CT) scan. A CT of the 
chest is used to diagnose an 
aortic dissection, possibly

with an injected contrast 
liquid that makes the heart, 
aorta and other blood ves- 
sels more visible on the CT 
pictures. 
¢ Magnetic resonance an- 
giogram (MRA). An MRI 
uses a magnetic field and 
pulses of radio wave energy 
to make pictures of the body. 
An aortic dissection is a 
medical emergency requir- 
ing immediate treatment. 
Therapy may include sur- 
gery or medications, de- 
pending on the area of the 
aorta involved. 
Treatment for type A aor- 
e Surgery. Surgeons re- 
move as much of the dis- 
sected aorta as possible, 
block the entry of blood 
into the aortic wall and re- 
construct the aorta with a 
synthetic tube called a graft. 
If the aortic valve leaks as a 


‘result of the damaged aorta, 


it may be replaced at the 
same time. 

¢ Medications. Some 
medications, such as beta 
blockers and nitroprusside.

¢ Medications. The same 
medications that are used to 
treat type A aortic dissec- 
tion may be used without 
surgery to treat type B aortic 
dissections. 

¢ Surgery. The procedure 
is similar to that used to 
correct a type A aortic dis- 
section. Sometimes stents 
may be placed in the aorta 
to repair complicated type B 
aortic dissections.

Dear Working Senior: Not from simply paying the So- 
cial Security payroll tax, because paying your FICA taxes 
while you continue to work isn’t what will cause an ad- 
justment in your benefit amount. Everyone who works and 
earns (except certain public sector employees) must pay the 
Social Security payroll tax, even if you’re collecting Social 
Security, and that has nothing to do with your personal So- 
cial Security benefit amount. Those Social Security FICA 
contributions you pay while you’re working go into the 
Social Security Trust Fund, which is a‘special fund from 
which all Social Security benefits (and only.Social Security 
benefits) are paid. 

Your benefit amount at age 62 was based upon your life- 
time work record at that time - specifically, the 35 inflation- 
adjusted years in which you had the highest earnings. If you 
continued to work after you claimed your Social Security 
benefits, and your earnings for any current year are more 
than in any of those 35 years used to originally compute 
your Social Security benefit, then you would get a small in- 
crease in your benefit amount. But remember that to deter- 
mine if an increase is appropriate, your earlier years’ earn- 


_ ings are adjusted for inflation. That means that your current 


earnings would need to be more than the inflation- -adjusted 
earnings to cause a benefit increase. 

Each year, Social Security looks at your earnings and de- 
termines whether your lifetime “average indexed monthly 
earnings” (AIME) number ‘has changed: warranting a bene- 
fit increase. That annual review continues for as long as you 
are earning, and whenever you earn enough to replace ane 
of those 35 years used to originally compute your AIME you 
will see an increase. But if your current earnings aren’t high 
enough to replace one of those earlier years, your benefit 
amount will stay the same. Except, of course, for any Cost 
of Living Adjustments (COLA) which may be granted an- 
nually (2018 COLA was 2% and 2019 COLA will be 2:8%).

The life of a Quincy Ea- 
gle scout was remembered 
and two prominent city resi- 
dents honored during the 
25th annual Quincy May- 
or’s Good Scout Breakfast. 

Local business leaders 
and officials joined Mayor 
Thomas Koch Dec. 6 at 
Granite Links where Quin- 
cy School Supt. Dr. Rich- 
ard DeCristofaro and ELL. 
Barrett Company, Inc. of 
Quincy Vice President Ryan 
Barrett were each presented 
with the Good Scout Award. 
The award honors com- 
munity leadership, service 
to youth, and philanthropic 
support in the city. 

The event was presented 
in conjunction with The 
Spirit of Adventure Coun- 
cil Boy Scouts of America. 
The council serves Quincy 
and 75 other Massachusetts 
communities, supporting 
about 13,000 scouts and 
5,000 volunteers. 

“The goal of this event 
is to raise awareness and 
support for the scouting 
program and to provide en- 
hancements needed to re- 
main relevant in America’s 
changing landscape,” said 
Anthony Agnitti, Quincy 
Mayor’s Good Scout Break- 
fast chairman. 

A tribute was paid to 
Quincy Troop. 42 Eagle 
Scout Lucien (Luc) The- 
berge. The 18-year-old 
Quincy High School senior 
was killed in a New Hamp- 
shire car crash Nov. 23.

people was so unified in 


“spirit and mind in battling 


this evil at this time,” the 
mayor said. 

“It clearly was a case of 
fighting evil and there are so 
many stories of young men 
lying about their age to get 
in to serve to fight that evil 
— to protect that way of life 
that he enjoyed. And while 
they were doing that, the 
wives and women were go- 
ing to work at factories and 
volunteering in the war ef- 
fort. 

“It was just an incredible 
time in the history of our na- 
tion, and then of course that 
generation, which has come 
to be known as the Greatest 
Generation, came home and 
literally built this country. 

“It’s good we remember. 
It’s important that we’re 
here” 

Nicholson noted 2,455 
people. were killed in the 
attack on Pearl Harbor -— 
59 Japanese aviators, nine 
Japanese submariners, and 
2,390 American servicemen 
and civilians. Of those killed 
in Pearl Harbor, 1,177 were 
serving aboard the USS Ari- 
zona, more than 900 of who 
remain entombed in the bat- 
tleship’s hull. 

“For many, many years,

The station opened in 
1971 when Red Line service 
first came to Quincy, and 
not much about the facility 
changed prior to the current 
project, Keenan said. 

“Not a whole lot changed 
at the station. The payphones 
are gone. They’ve got the 
kiosks. where you can buy 
your Charlie Cards...but re- 
ally the station looks the ex- 
act same,” Keenan said. 

Wollaston was the only 
Red Line that did not meet 
the requirements of the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act, and its entrances were 
prone to flooding. The proj- 
ect now underway will ad- 
dress those issues, and make 
ingress and egress to and 
from the station smoother. 

“Most of the entrance 
will be on the parking lot 
side. You’ll come in, you’ll 
go up and go over the tracks, 
then you'll go down into the 
middle of the platform. The 
elevator will bring you up to 
the middle of the platform in 
a different area too,” Keen- 
an said. 

“When the trains come 
in, there will be two ways 
to come down and out of the 
station, which should ease 
the crowding that’s been 
there in the past — everyone 
starts to funnel down one 
stairway...now there ° will 
be two ways, which will 
be great for flow of people 
coming off the train, and if 
there is ever an emergency 
situation you’ve got a much

the shuttle service has run 
well, and his office has not 
received a complaint about 
the shuttle buses in a num- 
ber of weeks. 

“Shuttle buses have run 
fairly well. We, at the out- 
set, got a lot of people call- 
ing with some concerns 
about them. They had a lot 
of shuttle buses initially and 
the calls we got initially 
had to do more with people 
with carriages or people 
with disabilities trying to 
get on the buses, and that 
was resolved,” Keenan said. 
“Then, as they got a better 
feel for how the program 
was working, they drew 
down on the number of 
buses and we got some calls 
from people saying the wait 
time seemed to have gone 
up, SO we were in touch with 
the T and they adjusted. 

“We haven’t gotten a 
call from the T relative to 
the shuttle bus program, I 
don’t think, in many weeks. 
If we got a snowstorm that 
could change overnight, but 
the shuttle bus system has 
worked pretty well.” 

“We put a lot of time 
into it,’ Keenan continued. 
“IT can’t tell you how many 
times I drove down New- 
port Ave with the timer on 
my phone and then did the 
loop and came down. I had a 
pretty good sense it was go- 
ing to work. My suggestion 
to them was don’t worry 
about Wollaston station to 
North Quincy station in the 
morning, it’s going to be go- 
ing down Hancock Street in 
the morning, and also go- 
ing down Hancock Street at 
night, that’s where you’re 
going to get the traffic. 

“People have gotten used 
to it. It’s predicable. It’s re- 
liable. It’s warm when it’s 
cold out and it’s cool when 


it’s hot out. So it’s worked 
pretty well. 

“Yankee bus, my per- 
sonal dealings with them 
have been very good and 
my office’s dealings with 
them have been yery good. 


Whenever we’ve had an is- 
sue they’ve been pretty re- 
sponsive.

ed. People have been great. 
It’s an inconvenience but 
they’ve just settled into it.”

dents take it after school. 

“It will be interesting 
when the shuttle bus pro- 
gram ends. We’ll probably 
hear from some people say- 
ing ‘can you do something 
similar — another bus sys- 
tem.’” 

Keenan said it was un- 
likely the T could continue 
such a system after the sta- 
tion re-opens next summer 
because of the cost associ- 
ated with it, but the transit 
agency could still make 
changes to the bus service 
already in place. : 

The closing of Wollaston 
station for the $33 million 
project was controversial 
when state officials first an- 
nounced plans to do so, with 
some residents urging the T 
to keep the station open dur- 
ing construction. T officials, 
however, said keeping the 
station open would prolong 
the project and add to its 
costs. 

One year later, Keenan 


- gard the decision to cléee the 


station was the right call. 
“Initially, it was called 
a renovation and there was 
a lot of controversy about 
closing the station. I think 
people that have been 
watching it realize it wasn’t 
a renovation — it was a com- 
plete and total reconstruc- 
tion of the Wollaston train 
station, so I think the best 
decision was to close it and 
to get through it on time and 
on budget, which seems to 
be the case,” Keenan said. 
“Otherwise, this thing 
would have been going 


on for another two, two- 


and-a-half years and you 
wouidn’t have predictable, 
reliable shuttle service, and 
you would probably: have 
to throw the shuttle service 


into action periodically.” 

Wollaston is not the only 
station on the _ Braintree 
Branch of the Red Line that 
will see changes in the next 
several years. A mixed-use 
development is planned for 
North Quincy and the T is 
nearly done demolishing the 
garage at the Quincy Cen- 
ter station. The garages at 
Quincy Adams and Brain- 
tree will also be renovated. 

The demolition of the 
Quincy Center garage, 
which was included in the 
same contract as the new 
Wollaston station, is nearly 
done. 

“That’s nearing comple- 
tion,’ Keenan said of the 
Quincy Center work. 


“We did have some is- - 


sues with noise — some of 
the residents on Presidents

“That came up. when the 
lieutenant governor was 
Keenan said. “She 
asked what was next and 
the mayor said the Quincy 
Center garage is virtually 
demolished and that the 
process will start now with 
dealing with the develop- 
ment.” 

Atlantic and Bozzuto are 
also behind the plans for 
the mixed-use project at the 
North Quincy station, where 
they plan to build 610 apart- 
ments, 50,000 square feet of 
retail space and 1,600 park- 
ing spaces. The Planning 
Board approved that project 
in June 2017, and work on 
site could have started as 
early as this year. 

Keenan said the devel- 
opers are close to finalizing 
their contract with the T to 
develop the North Quincy 
station. The delay in the 
North Quincy project could 
be beneficial, he said, be- 
cause the repaving of the 
parking lot at the Wollaston 
Station — now underway -— 
will likely be finished when 
parking spaces are lost at 
North Quincy. 

“Timing-wise, it may 
work out better,” Keenan 
said. “There was some con- 
cern that construction was 
going to start this October 
or November, and the Wol- 
laston station parking lot 
would have been torn up 
and there are a few hundred 
spaces that are going to be 
lost at North Quincy during 
construction, so there would 
be questions, ‘what are you 
going to do?’ 

“But it might work out 
that when the spaces are lost 
at North Quincy, the Wol- 
laston parking lot will be 
open and available, and de- 
pending on the timing of the 
North Quincy one, [Wollas- 
ton] itself might be open.”

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The T began the project 
to renovate the Quincy Ad- 
ams and Braintree garages 
last week. The T hopes to 
extend the lifespan of both 
garages, which opened in 
the 1980s, by 40 years. 

T officials have said up 
to 300 spaces between the 
two garages — which have 
a combined 3,800 spaces — 
will be taken offline at any 
given point. The T added 88 
spaces within the Quincy 
Adams property, and more 
than 300 outside the Brain- 
tree station, to mitigate the 
loss of spaces. 

“There will be a juggling 
of parking spaces there as 
well, kind of on a weekly 
basis. But the MBTA resur- 
faced the surface parking lot 
at the Quincy Adams sta- 
tion, right on Burgin Park- 
way, so. that will alleviate 
some of the parking issues,” 
Keenan said. “And in Brain- 
tree, they’re working with 
two offsite lots.” 

Last week also marked 


the opening of the Inde- 
pendence Avenue gate to 
the Quincy Adams station. 
Keenan said his office had 
yet to receive any feedback 
since the gate re-opened. 

“It seems to be pretty 
quiet.

~ In addition to the work 
at the Red Line stations in 
Quincy and Braintree, the 
MBTA is in the processing 
of replacing its entire fleet 
of Red Line cars at a cost of 
$452 million.

Those improvements 
will allow Red Line trains 
to run on a more frequent 
basis, increasing the number 
of passengers that can be ac- 
commodated.

On Tuesday, Nov. 27th, at approximately 9:15 p.m., Of- 


ficer Paul Foley and his canine partner Charlié were on rou- 


tine patrol when he observed a vehicle exit the McDonald’s 
parking lot on Hancock Street and cross over three lanes of 
traffic (including a solid double yellow line) traveling north 
bound on Hancock Street. He pulled the vehicle over just 
prior to the Neponset Bridge and obtained the driver’ S Mas- 
sachusetts license and registration identifying him as the 
registered owner. 

The picture on the license matched the operator (and 
sole occupant). The officer returned to his cruiser and con- 
ducted a check of the operator’s license and registration us- 
ing his cruiser’s Registry (RMV) computer. According to 
the Massachusetts RMV, both the license and registration 
were active. Recognizing that the operator’s Social Secu- 
rity number was issued in Puerto Rico (PR), Officer Foley 
conducted a Puerto Rico driver’s license check to make sure 
that license was in good standing. At this time Officer Tara 
Waters arrived on scene to assist. 

A short time later the officer received a response which 
confirmed the name, date of birth and social security number 
on the PR license as identical to the Massachusetts license; 
however it was clearly an entirely different person pictured 
on the PR license when compared to the Massachusetts li- 
cense. When comparing the two photos side by side, the 
nose, mouth, and especially the ears of the PR license were 
all shaped very differently than the Massachusetts picture. 

Detectives Donovan and Bossart arrived on scene and all 
officers agreed it was a different person in the PR picture. 
Through Officer Foley’s training and experience, he knew 
the following: 

A.) A Social Security number is similar to a finger print 
in that it is a unique identifier for people born in the United 
States or Puerto Rico. 

B) A Social Security number and its accompanying So- 
cial Security card are highly sought after as it provides its 
holder with all of the rights and privileges of a U.S. citizen. 
C) The Social Security Administration issues only one so- 
cial security number (distinct nine digit identifier) per U.S.

citizen. 

D) The only possible explana- 
tion for two people using the ex- 
act same social security number 
is that one of them is the identity 
thief and the other is the identity 
theft victim. 

Officer Foley attended a 
course titled “Identifying Im- 
posters” focusing on criminals 
who steal, counterfeit and/or 
purchase identities of others 
(passports, birth certificates etc) 
in order to procure legitimate government issued identifica- 
tion. The course explained how for many years now identity 
thieves have been committing fraud at the counters of Motor 
Vehicle Registries all over the country. They do this by pur- 
chasing counterfeit identity documents (birth certificates, 
other driver’s licenses, passports etc) from “document deal- 
ers.” They then utter these counterfeit identity documents 
to unknowing Registry employees (many of whom never 
receive training in identifying fraudulent documents). The 
identity thief then walks out the door of that State’s RMV 
with a legitimate driver’s license containing their picture 
but the identity theft victim’s biographical information. 
These identity thieves then use these fraudulently obtained 
government IDs to open fraudulent credit accounts, obtain 
government subsidies and commit various types of crimes 
including drug and credit card crimes. 

Although the male’s English was sufficient, Officer Fol- 
ey requested Detective Donovan (who speaks Spanish) to 
ask the male some basic questions regarding his identity.

“An improperly secured 
tree, especially one that’s 
transported on a_ vehicle 
without a roof rack, can 
compromise your own driv- 
ing ability, and pose a seri- 
ous distraction or road de- 
bris hazard to your fellow

Northeast. “And motorists 
can face fines and penalties 
if a tree falls from the ve- 
hicle.”~ 

According to AAA re- 
search, road debris has 
been a factor in more than 
200,000 crashes! across 
the country in the last four 
years, and these crashes re- 
sulted in more than 39,000 
injuries and 500 deaths. 

To transport your tree 
safely and securely, AAA 
Northeast suggests: 

e Secure your tree to a 
pickup truck bed, a vehi- 
cle roof rack, or inside an 
S.U.V. or other vehicle with 


‘ all doors closed. 


¢ If these options are not 
available, use a_well-se- 
cured blanket or egg crate- 
type mattress to protect your 
vehicle’s roof finish. 

¢ Position the tree trunk 
toward the front of the vehi- 
cle on the roof rack or truck 


bed. 

¢ Use a strong, good qual- 
ity rope, heavy-duty twine 
or nylon ratchet straps. 

¢ Secure the tree at its bot- 
tom, center and-top. To pre- 
vent shifting, secure the tree 
to the fixed vehicle tie-down 
points if you can. Loop the 
tie-downs around the trunk 
above a lower branch. 

¢ Wrap the tree in net- 
ting or plastic to make sure 
no loose tree limbs impede 
your vision or injure vehicle

Cont’d From Page 17 
morial is closed this year for 
repairs, Nicholson noted, 
but should re-open some- 
time next year. 

Nicholson called the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor a turn- 
ing point in world history. 

“As a famous Japanese 
admiral had said, Pearl Har- 
bor wasn’t a victory for the 
Japanese, because all it did 
was unleash a sleeping gi- 
ant,” Nicholson said. “The 
advancements that we made 
socially, economically, in- 
dustrially and scientifically 
that we needed to defeat 
that evil took hold in a gi- 
ant surge during the Second 
World War thanks to Pearl 
Harbor. That surge has nev- 


er stopped. 

“When we look back at 
what Pearl Harbor really 
represents, it was not just a 
tragic day in history. It’s not 
just the memory of all those 
lives that were lost and fam- 
ilies that suffered. It is a leg- 
acy to us today, because we 
benefit not just from. free- 
dom, but from the ongoing 
advances in all those areas — 
education and the four areas 
I just mentioned.” 

“Pearl Harbor proved 
that America is the greatest 
country on Earth,” Nichol- 
son added. “We still are, and 
we owe that to the: men and 
women who gave their lives 
at Pearl Harbor.” 

Following Nicholson’s 


remarks, Leo Reardon, 
a past commander of the 
Quincy Veterans Council, 
and George Bouchard, the 
city’s graves registration 
officer, raised the American 
flag at the monument from 
half-staff. Robert LaFleur, 
who is also a past com- 
mander of the QVC, then 
sounded Taps. 

Nicholson concluded 
the ceremony by saying all 
American should remember 
Pearl Harbor. 

“Td like everybody to 
keep in mind...that there 
are 320 million of us who 


‘ought to be celebrating and 


remembering today,” Nich- 
olson said. “The importance 
of Pearl Harbor needs to be 
understood.”

Tastes so good, you wont 
miss the classic bread stuffing. Adds fiber 
and protein, as well as some important nu- 

trition, and much easier to digest. 

Serve it any time with some roasted 

chicken and a nice salad. 
Herbed Quinoa Stuffing With Squash, 

Cranberries And Roasted Chestnuts 

One bag or box of quinoa (16 ounce box) 

6 cups organic chicken broth 

2/3 cup dried cranberries soaked in boil- 
ing water for 15 minutes (apple juice in- 
fused, not sweetened with sugar) 

1/4 cup liquid from soaked cranberries 

3 Tablespoons olive oil 

1 package chopped butternut squash 

1 cup diced onion 

2 large stalks celery 

1 cup chopped carrots 

1 cup chopped roasted chestnuts (Jarred 

ones are best) 

3 Tablespoons combined chopped fresh 
sage, chopped fresh thyme, and chopped 
fresh rosemary or marjoram) 

About 2 -3 teaspoons Redmonds Real 
salt or Trocamare /Herbamare seasoned sea 
salt 


Pepper 


Sprigs of rosemary for garnish 
1/4 cup fresh chopped parsley 
1 tsp real maple syrup

Cook the quinoa in the broth according 
to package directions. Cover and set aside. 
While quinoa is cooking, roast the squash 
until slightly browned and soft. Season with 


some salt and pepper, and toss in 1 — 


real maple syrup. 

In a saute pan, saute onions, celery, and 
carrots until lightly browned and softened, 
about 10 minutes. Add the fresh herbs and 
soaked cranberries and cook another few 
minutes. Add the 1/4 cup juice from the 
soaked cranberries and the chestnuts. Com- 
bine all of this with the squash and quinoa 
in pot and stir until combined. Mixture will 
be a bit mushy, and this is perfect. Taste for 
seasonings. May need a bit more sea salt. 

Place in greased casserole pan (I sepa- 
rate this recipe into 2 pans, freeze one and 
have the other for the big day! but you may 
need both) Top with a Tablespoon of pas- 
ture butter on each pan. If using one pan, 
use both Tablespoons. (Pasture butter is a 
healthy form of butter made from cows that 
are grass fed. 

Excellent health benefits and many ex- 
perts agree in small amounts, is a wonder- 
fully healthy alternative to inferior oils and 

margarines.) 

Bake at 350 covered with foil for about 
40 minutes until sizzling and a good consis- 
tency. Serve hot. Great reheated also! Can 
be made in advance and frozen, if needed.

Cannabidiol (CBD) oil 

has become the new trend. 
The non-intoxicating mari- 
juana extract is being ac- 
claimed as therapy for a 
myriad of medical issues. 
People ingest or apply CBD 
to treat a variety of symp- 
toms, but its use is debat- 
able. Though it may have 
some health benefits, it may 
also pose risks. 

CBD is one of several 
compounds in the cannabis 
plant. CBD oils are oils that 
contain concentrations of 
CBD. The concentrations 
and the uses of these oils 
vary. The least processed 
form of the cannabis ae 
is hemp. 

Hemp contains the ma- 
jority of the CBD that peo- 
ple use medicinally. Hemp 
and marijuana come from 
the same plant, Cannabis 
sativa, but the two are very 
unalike. Over the years, 
marijuana farmers have 


bred their plants to contain — 
high levels of THC. How-. 


ever, hemp farmers have 


seldom modified the plant. 
These hemp plants are used 
to produce CBD oil. Agri- 
cultural or industrial hemp 
was legalized in the U.S in 
2014 with the Farm Bill. 


The term industrial hemp 


includes the plant Canna- 
bis sativa L. and any part or 
derivative of such plant, in- 
cluding seeds of such plant, 
whether growing or not, that 
is used exclusively for in- 
dustrial purposes (fiber and 
seed) with a tetrahydrocan- 
nabinols (THC) concentra- 
tion of not more than 0.3 
percent. 

Marijuana is comprised 
of both THC and CBD, 
and these compounds have 
diverse effects. CBD is ex- 
tracted from the flowers and 
buds of marijuana or hemp 
plants. It does not produce 
intoxication; marijuana’s 
high is caused by the chemi- 
cal _ tetrahydrocannabinol 
(THC). THC creates a mind- 
altering high when a person 
smokes it or uses it in cook- 
ing. This is because THC 
breaks down when we apply 
heat and introduce it into the 


bod, CBD is different; it is 
not psychoactive and does 
not change a person’s state 
of mind when they use it. 
All cannabinoids, includ- 
ing CBD, produce effects in 
the body by connecting to 
certain receptors. The hu- 
man body creates particular 
cannabinoids on its own. It 
also has two receptors for 
cannabinoids, called the 
CB1 receptors and CB2 re- 
ceptors. Many CB1 recep- 
tors are in the brain. These 
receptors deal. with coordi- 
nation and movement, pain, 
emotions, and mood, think- 
ing, appetite, and memo- 
ries. THC attaches to these 
receptors. CB2 receptors are 
more common in the im- 
mune system.and affect in- 
flammation and pain. CBD 
does not appear to attach to 
either receptor, instead di- 
rects the body to use more 
of its own cannabinoids. 
Proponents of CBD say 
that its benefits assist with; 
natural pain relief and anti- 
inflammatory properties, 
anxiety disorders, Alzheim- 
er’s disease, and the FDA

CBD also have raised con- 
cerns about possible inter- 
actions with other drugs, as 
well as the effect of trace 
amounts of THC on drug 
tests. 

There is also some indi- 
cation that CBD may harm 
the liver, as studies have in- 
dicated about 10% of people 
taking CBD had an increase 
in their liver enzymes. The 
CBD industry also benefits 
from minimal regulatory 
oversight as CBD products, 
including oils, salves and 
body lotions, can be . pur- 
chased in wellness stores, 
smoke shops and even some 
gas stations across the state. 

A 2017 study led by the 
University Of Pennsylvania 
School Of Medicine found 
that nearly 7 of 10 CBD 
products didn’t encompass 
the amount of marijuana 
extract promised on the la- 
bel.

CBD products contained the 
intoxicating chemical THC. 

The consumer group that 
is emerging the quickest is 
the over 60 crowd who are 
utilizing it for acute and 
chronic pain, while younger 
consumers mostly obtain 
it to ease anxiety. Keep in 
mind, anyone who is con- 
sidering using CBD should 
be under the supervision of 
a health care provider and 
monitored throughout the 
treatment.

Proposal Calls For Tearing Down Home At 52 Massachusetts Ave.

A proposal to construct 
a new Buddhist learning 
center in Quincy Point is 
pending before the Planning 
Board. 

The i Sechusetia Bu- 
dhi Siska Society is propos- 
ing to tear down the home at 
62 Massachusetts Ave. and 
construct the new learning 
center, which would con- 
nect to the group’s existing 
structure at 54 Massachu- 
setts Ave. 

The proposal went before 
the Planning Board Dec. 
12. No vote was taken that 
night, and the public hearing 
on the matter was continued 
until Jan. 9. 

The organization had 
gone before the board with 
a similar proposal in 2017, 
but withdrew their appli- 
cation to do so following 
a community meeting in 
which residents raised con- 
cerns about traffic and park- 
ing. The plan brought for- 
ward at that time called for 
building the learning center 
between two homes the so- 


ciety already owned at that 
time — one at 54 Massachu- 
setts Ave. and the other 15 
Glenwood Way. 

The organization has 
since purchased the home 
at 62 Massachusetts Ave., 
which abuts 54 Massachu- 
setts Ave. The former would 
be torn down to make room 
for the new learning center, 

which would connect to the 
extant building at 54 Massa- 
chusetts Ave. 

William Phelan, the at- 
torney representing the 
Buddhist organization, said 
his client incorporated the 
additional lot into the prop- 
erty because of concerns 
expressed when the project 
went before the board previ- 
ously. 

“It was suggested that the 
parking really wasn’t suffi- 
cient and the size of the lot 
really wasn’t sufficient, so 
the applicant went out and 
acquired another property 
and has incorporated that 
into the project,” Phelan 
said.

Medicare Without 


Claiming Social Securty?

Dear Rusty: I-am 63 and my full retirement age is 66 
and 2 menths. I want to try and hold out to 70 before I start 
collecting SS. My 2018 Social Security statement said I’m 
eligible to apply for Medicare at 65. Do I have to be re- 

- ceiving Social Security payments before I can be covered 
for Medicare? Or can I be covered beginning at 65 and not 
receive a Social Security check until I desire at 70? Signed: 
Approaching Medicare Age 

Dear Approaching: You can do just as you wish - you 
can enroll in Medicare at age 65 without claiming Social 
Security until you are 70. If you wait until you are 70 to 
claim Social Security your benefit amount will be nearly 31 
percent higher than it would be at your full retirement age 
of 66 + 2 months. 

- As you approach age 65 you should enroll in ue 
sometime during the 7-month window called your “ 
tial enrollment period”, which starts 3 months before tie 
month you turn 65 and ends 3 months after the month you 
turn 65. If you want your Medicare coverage to start on the 
first day of the month you turn 65, then you should enroll 

no later than one month prior to the month you turn 65; if 
you wait past that, the start of your Medicare coverage will 
be delayed. Note that while Medicare Part A (hospitaliza- 

tion coverage) is free for those who have earned at least 40 

credits for Social Security eligibility, there is a premium for 

Medicare Part B (doctors and outpatient services). The base 

2019 Part B monthly premium amount is $135.50 (may be 

more for higher incomes). If you are still working and have 

“creditable” healthcare coverage from your employer, you 

can choose to decline Medicare Part B coverage without 
risking a late enrollment penalty to get Part B after your 
employer coverage stops, If you want to decline Part B you 

Pa do soduring the Medicare application process when you 

enroll in Part A. ' 

You should also consider. your prescription drug cover- 
age needs once you’re eligible for Medicare. If you do not 
have “creditable” prescription drug coverage when you turn 
65, you will be subject to a late enrollment penalty if you 
purchase a drug plan later. Although prescription dug plans 
are referred to as “Medicare Part D”, this covefage is pur- 
chased from private providers either as an individual plan, 
or as part of a Medicare Advantage (Part C) plan (VA drug 
coverage is also considered “creditable”). 

Finally, if you aren’t collecting Social Security when you 
enroll in Medicare Part B, you will need to make separate 
arrangements to pay the Part-B premium. This is quite easy 
to do in any of the following ways: 

, © Use your bank’s auto-pay function to automatically 
send payments to Medicare. 

¢ Use Medicare’s Easy-Pay option to have them auto- 
matically debit your bank account. 

¢ Pay by check or money order via US Mail, using pay- 
ment coupons Medicare will provide. 

_ @ Pay by credit card, using the payment coupons Medi- 
care provides (enter card info on the coupon and mail to 
Medicare). 

I suggest that as you approach age 65 you consider con- 
tacting a licensed Medicare insurance agent to explore your 
options for covering the medical expenses, which Medicare 
Parts A and B do not cover. A licensed Medicare Insurance 
agent can also help ensure you have prescription coverage.

“We start going any far: 
ther than that, we’ ve got real 
problems,” he said. “When 
I first looked at it, I didn’t 
like it all, and then it kind 
of grew on me as I went 
through the neighborhood 
and saw what was happen- 
ing.”

jured responding to a house 
fire. 

“When I went into what 
we call the car as deputy, my 
primary concern was safety 
— safety of the citizens, 
safety of the guys — and 
that’s still going to be my 
primary concern,” Cadegan 
said. “We unfortunately saw 
the tragedy out in Worcester 
with Firefighter Christopher 
Roy. Our hearts go out to all 
his family and his fire de- 
partment family. 

“That’s always going to 
my primary concern — safety 
of the citizens and firefight- 
ets," 

Training for the depart- 
ment’s firefighters will also 
be a priority for the new fire 
chief. 

“Training, training, train- 
ing,” Cadegan responded 
when asked what he hopes 
to accomplish during his 
time as fire chief. 

“With what we provide 
the guys, everything will 
be safer and everything 
will work better. We have 
to train these days and the 
guys know it. That’s going 
to be my one big priority — 
training.” 

Cadegan said he was 


grateful to Mayor Thomas 


Koch for appointing him fire 
chief. Cadegan also thanked 
Deputy Chief Joseph Jack-

On Sunday, Dec. 9, at approximately 4 a.m., Officers Wa- 
ters, Duggan and Donovan were dispatched to Crown Drive 
on a report of an argument in one of the apartments. The 
caller said that she could hear a female yelling. oe de 


On arrival, officers followed the sound of a woman’s yell- 


ing to a specific apartment door. The officers knocked on the 
door and announced their presence which resulted in total 
silence inside the apartment. The officers knew there was 
someone was in the apatsnenit so they kept knocking while 
announcing, “Quincy Police.” 

After numerous verbal advisements that they (the offi- 
cers) were not going to leave until the door was opened and 
the Fire Department would open the door for them, a female 
(later identified as the victim) partially opened the door and 
said, “What can I help you with?” The officers could see she 
was crying and appeared to be upset. 

Officer Waters placed her right arm and right foot in 
the door way and advised the female they were coming in 
the apartment to ensure no one was in danger. The officers 
pushed the door open slowly and found a male standing be- 
hind the kitchen island. (Which i is a dangerous spot due to 
knives and utensils.) 

Officers Donovan and Duggan spoke with the male while 
Officer Waters removed the female from the male’s sight and 
interviewed her. The officer noted the female was wearing a 
robe and her neck area and chest area were dark red. When 

_ asked about the marks, the female said, “I don’t want to an- 
swer that.” The female then became hostile and said, “This 
is America. People argue. There i is Neen wrong or illegal 
with that.” 

When asked what the argument was about, the female 
again declined to respond. While obtaining her biographical 
information for the report, the malé began to yell, “Baby shut 
up. Don’t talk to them. Do not tellthem anything.” 

Officer Waters approached‘ the male to advise him not 
to interfere and he repeated himself not to tell the Police 
anything. At this point, Officer Waters requested Officer 
Donovan place the male in custody for witness intimidation. 
While he was being escorted from the apartment, the female 
attempted to push past the officers while saying, “Wait a 
minute - what are you doing to my boyfriend? . Where are 
you | bringing him? You can’t do this,” 

Officer Waters had to put her right forearm up to blocks her 
from getting too close to the male. In total, the male yelled 
to the female four times, “Shut up baby. Don’t talk to them. 
Do not tell them anything.” The male was transported to the 
station for booking. 

‘Officers Duggan and Waters then attempted to speak with 
the female and asked her about the broken glass strewn about 


room wall and asked the female 


the living room floor as well as a 
shattered cell phone and car keys 
at the front door on the floor. The 
female said, “I was trying to clean 
it up. .Sometimes people drop 
things.” Officer Waters observed 
children’s toys against the living 


if there were any children in the 
apartment and she responded, 
“That is our personal information 
and I do not wish to answer.” 

As Officer Duggan began to 
conduct a further check to ensure no children were present, 
the female attempted to push past Officer Waters while yell- 
ing, “You have no right. You have not right to be in here. I 
do not give you permission.” A check was made and no chil- 
dren were present. It took a few minutes to calm the female 
down and explain why the officers were called to the apart- 
ment and why her boyfriend was under arrest. 

As Officer Waters attempted to gather information as to 
what occurred, the female again refused to answer any ques- 
tions and said, “I can’t believe this is America. I was having 
a hard time and was upset. That is all.” When asked if she 
needed an ambulance, the female responded angrily, “No I 
don’t. I am leaving here and going to stay with my mother.” 

Officer Waters advised the female of her rights to an 
emergency restraining order and how the officers could as- 
sist her in obtaining one. The female laughed and said, “I 
know you have to say that, but I do not want one. How can 
I get him out?” She was advised of the bail process and was 
again advised to call the police station should she change her 
mind and wish to speak further. Clothing was retrieved for 
the male by the female because at the time of his arrest he 
was in boxers/underwear. A‘ domestic violence assessment 
form was completed and submitted. 

The male, a 38-year-old Quincy resident, was charged 
with intimidation of a witness and assault on a family/house- 
hold member. Officer Waters noted in her report that the 
male has an extensive criminal history which included a con- 
viction for t ghter and numerous assault and battery 
charges.

On  Tugeay f Dec. 11, at S sclcimaiid 11:45 a.m., Offi- 
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cers Kevin DiMattio and Matt Patten responded to the area of 
West Squantum Street by the North Quincy train station for 
a possible package theft. The witness, a high school teach- 
er, notified school security that she observed a male open 
a package on Hunt Street (a short distance away) and walk | 
away with the contents. The male suspect was described as a 
male in his fifties, wearing a gray 3/4 length jacket. 

The officers went to the North Quincy train station to 
search for the suspect and found him on the platform. The of- 
ficers approached the suspect and noted he had a plastic bag 
with an unknown item inside. When Officer Patten looked at 
the bag, the suspect immediately. raised his arm with the bag 
in hand and then told the officers he found “it” over by the 
high school. The suspect said there was a laptop computer 
in the bag. 

Officer DiMatito read the suspect his Miranda rights 
which he waived. The suspect said he was walking on Hunt 
Street and noticed a package on the ground so he opened it 
and discovered it was a Dell laptop computer. He said he 
took the laptop and left the packaging behind, then headed to 
the train station to look for a Police Officer. 

Unable to locate an officer, he decided to get on a train 
and head into Boston for work. 

The officer asked the suspect if the package had a mailing 
address and he stated that it was a Newbury Avenue location. 
When asked why he had to open the package, the suspect 
said, “I thought it was a bomb.” 

He was immediately asked why he would open a pack- 
age if he believed is was a bomb but he didn’t respond. The 
suspect was asked why he didn’t just return it to the address 
listed on the package and he said, “I forgot.” 

The suspect, a 44-year-old Quincy resident was placed 
under arrest for receiving stolen property under $1,200. — 

‘Officer DiMattio interviewed the witness who said that 
she was in the school parking lot off of Hunt Street (behind 
school) when she observed the suspect opening a boxed 
package. She watched as he ripped open the box and threw 
the packaging to the ground. She saw him remove a laptop 
computer, place it under his arm and then flee toward the 
train station. She believed he may have stolen the pack- 


-age from a student’s vehicle so she reported the incident to 


school security. 

The officer located the packaging in the parking lot and 
attempted to locate the victim at the address listed to no 
avail. The address on the packaging was the same as where 
the suspect lives. It is believed that the suspect stole the lap- 
top from the foyer area and opened it on Hunt Street where 
the witness observed him. Nice Work!

The city has been using 
the land at 1565 Hancock 
St. — commonly referred. to 
as the Messina Lot — since 
2016. The Messina Lot is 
one of several parking ar- 
eas in Quincy Center where 
motorists who formerly 
used the Hancock Lot were 
re-assigned after the latter 
closed earlier this year. The 
Messina Lot provides park- 
ing for 100 employees from 
eight different Quincy Cen- 
ter companies, Geary said, 
and is open to the public 
for free during evening and 
weekend hours. 

“The city ‘and FX Messina 
signed a one-year deal lease 
allowing city to use the land

cant — in 2016. That lease 
was renewed in 2017 but 
was not renewed this year. 
Geary said the city contin- 
ued to make rent payments 
on the lot since the lease ex- 
pired this past June. 

“We are contesting the 
grounds upon which they 
wish to evict us, having 
paid the rent up to the point 
in time when they did is- 
sue that eViction notice,” 
Geary said, “and also chal-

A council order to tem- 
porarily take the Messina 
Lot was introduced in May 
after talks between the two 
sides about renewing the 
lease reached an impasse. In 
October, a second order to 
take the lot outright by emi- 
nent domain was introduced 
and substituted for the origi- 
nal bill. The city proposed 
paying FX Messina $6.8 
million for the land as part 
of that order, which is still 
pending before the City 
Council. 

Geary on Monday said 
representatives for FX Mes- 
sina told city officials to 
take the property by emi- 
nent domain if the city did 
not plan to stop using the 
lot once the new municipal 
garage on the Hancock Lot 
opens in late 2019.

ty in 1860s England, you 
might have been searching 
the storage cupboards for 
the. holiday punch bowl. 
- Colorful, decorative ma- 
jolica serving pieces were 
popular then, and George 
Jones made some of the 
best. Starting in 1866, he 


_ made covered dishes for 


cheese, game pie and even 
sardines. Special dishes 
were made for honey, cake, 
oysters, butter, berries, bis- 


“ cuits or other foods. All 


were decorated with raised 
flowers, leaves. or figures 


glazed in bright colors. 


_ Jones was joined by his 


sons in 1873 and the com- 
pany name was changed to 
“George Jones & Sons.” 
George died in 1893, the 
company was sold in 1929 
and the name was changed 
by 1951. Early pieces are 
marked with the overlap- 
ping letters “GJ” in a circle 
until 1873, when a crescent 
with “& sons” was added. 
‘Majolica lost favor and was 
considered “kitsch” until 
about 1970 when it began 
to be used-by decorators 
on the East Coast. Today, 
George Jones. majolica is 
expensive.

Partial Payment For 
Civil Defense Center 


The city received $55,706 from the federal government 
as partial payment for construction costs of the city’s new 
Civil Defense Emergency Center. 

Civil Defense Director John E. Schmock said the amount 
represents federal reimbursement to the city for approxi- 
mately 75% of the construction cost. 

The center is the entire lower or subsurface level of the 
city’s new public works and office building on Sea St. 

During normal working conditions, city departments, 
such as the water and sewer departments, will be located 
on the center’s level, but during an emergency situation the 
entire floor would become a coordination center for civil de- 
fense and other city officials to direct emergency operations.
